Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  Year,  I960 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

The  health  of  the  county  during  i960  was  satisfactory  and 
in  particular  this  year  saw  the  commencement  of  the  changes 
required  to  implement  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959  with  its  new 
conception  of  community  care  for  the  mentally  ill. 

STATISTICS :  The  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population  was 

16.2  which  is  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  17.1  and  the  death 
rate  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population  was  10.7  whilst 
the  national  average  was  11.5  The  actual  number  of  deaths 
from  cancer  fell  from  827  to  813  but  I  am  sure  this  was  due  not 
to  a  less  incidence  of  cancer  but  to  earlier  diagnosis  and  more 
efficient  treatment. 

In  one  of  my  previous  annual  reports  it  was  indicated  that 
special  care  was  to  be  devoted  to  the  care  of  babies  during  the 
first  four  weeks  of  life  and  particularly  the  first  week  because 
it  Y/as  felt  that  it  v/as  in  this  group  where  there  was  an  opportunity 
to  effect  a  greater  saving  in  the  wastage  of  child  life.  It  will 
now  be  seen  from  the  report  this  year  that  some  figures  are  now 
s/vailable,  and  although  post-mortems  were  carried  out  in  many  cases, 
it  was  not  always  possible  to  determine  the  cause  of  death.  The 
details  of  deaths  and  causes  during'  the  first  week  of  life,  the 
first  four  weeks,  and  then  from  one  to  twelve  months  are  set 
forth  in  detail  and  the  medical  causes  are  in  small  type.  It 
was  felt  that  this  information  would  be  of  value  but  perhaps  the 
detailed  information  would  not  be  of  great  interest  to  the  lay 
members  of  the  Council  to  Yvrhom  this  report  is  issued.  It  will 
be  seen  that  congenital  abnormalities,  pulmonary  conditions  and 
especially  prematurity  are  the  main  causes  of  death  in  the  early 
weeks  of  life.  further  in  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
question  of  prematurity  is  no y/  being  studied  most  carefully  both 
as  to  cause,  treatment  and  effect.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it 
is  essential  that  every  expectant  mother  should  receive  adequate 
ante-natal  care  and  that  any  expectant  mother  s howing  early  signs 
and  symptoms  of  toxaemia,  should  receive  supervision,  treatment 
and  advice  until  the  condition  has  been  rectified  or  else  she  has 
been  confined  safely. 

Cases  continue  to  occur  where  babies  are  stillborn  or  there 
is  a  danger  of  a  maternal  death  due  to  the  failure  of  the  expectant 
mother  to  see  a  midY/ife  or  a  doctor.  These  expectant  mothers 
are  usually  either  unmarried  girls  or  mothers  of  large  families 
who  are  living  in  caravans  or  shacks  and  frequently  move  from 
one  district  to  another  so  that  the  ordinary  social  Yvelfare  services 
find  it  extremely  difficult  to  keep  contact  with  them. 

POLIOMYELITIS : .  Great  headway  was  made  in  the  protection  of  the  population 
against  poliomyelitis  particularly  in  the  group  of  children  up 
to  seventeen  years  of  age  (85%)  and  although  the  opportunity  Y/as 
offered  to  young  persons  and  adults  up  to  their  fortieth  birthday, 
there  was  a  disappointing  response  from  these  two  groups.  The 
response  to  the  appeal  to  be  immunised  against  poliomyelitis 
should  not  allow  parents  to  forget  that  there  are  other  serious 
diseases  against  which  their  children  should  be  immunised 
especially  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  smallpox.  This  table 
of  infections  for  children  has  nov/  become  so  complicated  that  I 
have  devised  a  special  card  in  order  that  parents 
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nay  have  sone  idea  of*  the  tine  table  required  to  snsiu  £  tnc~u 
children  receive  injections  at  the  proper  time  throughout  the  early 
years  and  a  copy  of  the  card  is  enclosed  with  this  report. 

No  doubt  the  "triple"  vaccine  used  for  protection  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  will  soon  include  a  factor 
which  will  give  protection  against  measles. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  almost  an  8%  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  conveyed  by  ambulance  from  road  accidents.  The 
strain  on  the  ambulance  service  continues  and  some  increase  in 
personnel  will  be  necessary  if  the  efficiency  of  the  service  is 
to  be  maintained. 

More  schemes  for  the  supervision  and  care  of  the  aged  continue 
to  be  introduced  in  different  parts  of  the  county  and  much  praise 
is  due  to  the  W.V.S.  and  the  voluntary  workers  for  their  help  in 
this  service.  The  meals  on  wheels  scheme  now  provides  24*000 
meals  per  year  $ 

The  many  aspects  of  social  care  work  in  the  community  present 
innumerable  and  difficult  problems  and  one  of  then  is  to  find 
trained  staff  who  are  able  to  undertake  this  work.  If  the 
recommendations  of  the  Younghusband  Report  are  implemented  I  have 
some  doubts  if  it  will  produce  the  necessary  quota  of  trained 
workers.  Certainly  there  is  a  shortage  of  all  classes  of 
trained  personnel  who  are  drawn  predominately  from  an  age  group 
of  young  women  of  good  intelligence  and  vocation  which  has  to 
supply  the  needs  of  the  nursing,  teaching,  secretarial  and  other 
professional  careers.  This  pool  of  "woman  power"  is  limited  and 
I  do  not  see  that  it  will  be  possible  to  meet  all  the  demands  for 
the  various  professions  as  well  as  these  new  proposals  for  trained 
social  workers.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  the  present 
social  workers  will  be  granted  leave  of  absence  for  long  periods 
of  training  and  presumably  somehow  the  service  will  have  to  be 
maintained  during  their  absence. 

Difficulties  are  experienced  ih  the  operation  of  this  service 
because  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  chiropodists  to  meet 
the  need.  Many  old  people  require  regular  treatment  during  the 
later  years  of  their  life  and  therefore  a  cniropodist  is  only  able 
to  deal  with  a  limited  number  of  old  people  and  can  take  on  only 
very  few  new  cases  once  his  quota  is  fully  occupied  looking  after 
his  regular  patients. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  admirable  report  of  Mr.  Owen,  the 
County  Public  Health  Inspector,  that  much  work  has  been  done  in 
co-operation  with  Dr.  Henderson,  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  regarding  the  ascertainment  of  brucellosis 
reckettsia  and  burneti  in  cows  milk  which  may  give  rise  in  humans 
to  undulant  fever  and  ?,Q"  fever  respectively.  In  order  that  no 
alarm  should  be  caused  because  there  is  a  high  percentage  of 
positive  results  in  the  tests  of  milk  from  cattle,  it  is 
important  to  state  that  there  are  very  few  cases  indeed  of 
undulant  fever  and  not  one  case  of  "Q"  fever  has  been  diagnosed 
in  Worcestershire  this  year.  The  infection  is  not  easily  taken 
up  by  man  and  there  is  no  danger  in  either  infection  with 
efficient  pasteurisation.

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The  work  of  the  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  is  often  passed 
by  apparently  unnoticed  but  I  am  sure  that  the  Committee 
and  the  workers  understand  that  the  County  Council  and  the 
members  of  the  health  department  greatly  appreciate  the  wonder¬ 
ful  work  which  they  are  doing.  Without  their  help  it  is 
certain  that  many  of  the  unmarried  mothers  would  not  be  able 
to  re-establish  and  re-habilitate  themselves  to  an  ordinary 
life  and  this  achievement  is  due  to  the  blessed  work  of 
the  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee • 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  E.  M.  Davis, 
who  was  appointed  in  August,  1948  as  a  non-medical  supervisor 
of  midwives  and  she  retired  in  April,  I960.  Mrs.  Davis  was  a 
tower  of  strength  to  the  Department  during  her  years  of  service 
and  particularly  when  she  was  responsible  for  the  introduction, 
organisation  and  supervision  of  the  domiciliary  midwifery 
service  throughout  the  county  on  the  implementation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  in  1948. 

Mr.  G-.  L.  Pitt,  the  County  Ambulance  Officer,  another 
valued  member  of  the  County  Health  Department,  has  recently 
retired  after  holding  the  post  of  County  Ambulance  Officer 
since  1938.  He  saw  the  development  of  this  service  from  its 
early  beginnings  of  small  independent  voluntary  groups  to  the 
present  county  wide  service  which  dealt  in  the  past  year  with 
the  conveyance  of  1 65,638  patients  by  ambulance,  21,872  by 
hospital  car  and  9?404  by  hire  car  covering  a  total  distance 
of  nearly  a  million  miles. 

I  trust  that  both  Mrs.  Davis  and  Mr.  Pitt  will  enjoy  a 
v/ell  earned  and  happy  retirement. 

To  the  many  voluntary  associations  who  have  continued  to 
help  especially  the  W.V.S.,  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the 
St.  John  ,.jmbulance  Brigade,  I  tender  my  most  earnest  thanks. 

I  am  grateful  to  all  the  members  of  the  staff,  both 
professional,  technical  and  clerical  for  their  assistance 
and  devotion  to  duty  during  the  past  year.  To  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  I  should  like  to  express 
my  appreciation  for  their  continued  support  and  advice.

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Seventy-seven  Infants,  k5  males  and  32  females,  died  In  the  first  week  of  life  and  72 %  of 
those  were  of  premature  birth  weight,  25%  weighed  less  than  31bs.  h  oz s.  and  6%  less  than  21bs. 
at  birth.  Seventy-one  of  the  total  died  In  hospital,  39  died  In  the  first  2k  hours  of  life. 

Prematurity  was  the  cause  In  25.  Pulmonary  conditions.  Including  atelectasis,  pneumonitis 
etc.  was  the  cause  In  20  and  of  those  65%  were  again  premature,  one  was  In  addition  an 
achondroplaslac,  two  died  from  hyaline  membrane  disease. 

Congenital  abnormalities  were  responsible  for  17#  the  abnormality  was  of  a  gross  cardiac 
nature  In  30%,  of  the  central  nervous  system  In  31%,  of  the  renal  tract  in  6%,  of  the  diaphragm 
In  6%,  12.5%  had  multiple  abnormalities. 

Eight  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  birth  trauma  all  of  which  were  certified  as  due  to 
intracranial  haemorrhage  or  tentorial  tears,  3  of  those  were  again  of  premature  birth  weight. 

The  certified  cause  of  death  in  two  cases  was  hypothermia.

Seventeen  Infants,  11  males  and  6  females,  of  this  age  died,  29%  of  whom  were  of  premature 
birth  weight,  76%  of  the  total  died  in  hospital. 

Pulmonary  conditions,  all  of  which  were  acute  Infections  were  the  cause  In  6  but  66%  of 
those  had  a  congenital  abnormality  as  well,  of  the  cardiac,  renal  or  central  nervous  system. 

Four  died  from  Infections  other  than  pulmonary,  and  all  of  those  had  been  born  with  a 
congenital  abnormality,  of  the  gastro- intestinal  or  central  nervous  system,  75%  died  from 
meningitis. 

Three  died  as  a  result  of  a  congenital  abnormality,  one  had  oesophageal  atresia  and  an 
imperforate  anus,  two  had  hydrocephalus  with  spina  bifida.

Thirty-nine  infants,  22  males  and  17  females  of  this  age  died,  7%  of  whom  were  of  premature 
weight  at  birth,  56%  of  the  total  died  in  hospital. 

Pulmonary  infections  caused  22  deaths  and  32%  of  those  had  been  born  with  a  developmental 
abnormality,  of  the  cardiac,  gastro- intestinal  or  central  nervous  system,  9%  had  associated 
fibrocystic  disease  of  the  pancreas.  One  child  was  found  dead  In  his  cot,  a  post-mortem  examination 
showed  acute  bronchiolitis. 

Congenital  abnormality  was  the  cause  in  ll+,  this  was  of  the  central  nervous  system  In  kP% 
cardiac  In  60%,  2  of  the  children  were  in  addition  suffering  from  mongolism. 
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One  child  died  from  Werdnlg-Hoffmann  spi no-muscular  atrophy,  one  from  asphyxia  associated 
with  closure  of  the  external  orifices  of  respiration  by  bed  clothes,  and  one  from 
staphylococcal  septicaemia  associated  with  generalised  vaccinia  In  a  child  who  had  never 
been  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  but  who  was  In  contact  with  persons  recently  vaccinated^ 
she  suffered  from  Infantile  eczema.

Eighteen  children,  13  males  and  5  females.  In  this  age  group  died,  16%  of  whom  were  of 
premature  weight  at  birth,  55%  of  the  total  died  in  hospital.  Five  deaths  were  due  to  a 
congenital  abnormality.  In  60%  cardiac,  In  i+0%  of  the  central  nervous  system. 

Four  children  died  of  malignant  disease,  a  spinal  tumour,  a  glioma  of  pons,  an  astrocytoma 
of  the  brain  stem,  and  lymphosarcoma,  respectively.  Two  children  died  of  leukaemia,  one 
lymphatic,  one  acute  myeloblastic.  Three  were  victims  of  accidents,  two  died  from  burning, 
or.e  was  drowned  in  a  wash  tub. 

Three  died  of  infections  other  than  pulmonary,  meningococcal  septicaemia,  gastro-enteritis 
and  infective  hepatitis,  all  were  aged  2  to  3  years. 

One  child  died  from  acute  intestinal  obstruction  associated  with  a  volvulus  of  the  small 
bowel  around  a  chylous  cyst. 

SECTION  22 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 
Child  Welfare  Centres 

There  were  98  Local  Health  Authority  child  welfare  clinic  centres, 
open  at  the  end  of  the  year,  providing  218  child  welfare  clinic  sessions 
per  month,  and  averaging  one  centre  per  131  pre-school  child  population. 
Eleven  of  the  centres  continued  to  be  served  by  the  mobile  van.  In 
addition  there  were  8  weighing  and  food  distribution  centres,  providing 
12  sessions  per  month. 

A  new  child  welfare  centre  was  opened  during  the  year  at  Marlbrook, 
Bromsgrove,  and  weighing  advisory  and  food  distribution  centres  were 
opened  at  Astley  (Stourport)  and  Rushwick. 

Total  attendances  during  the  year  were  96,034,  an  increase  of 
2,404  on  the  1959  figure,  the  main  increase  this  year  related  to  children 
aged  1-2  years.  67.3/^  of  children  aged  under  1  year  attended  clinics. 

A  total  of  13,292  children  attended  clinics  during  the  year,  an 
increase  of  229  on  the  1959  figure.  Clinic  voluntary  committees 

continue  to  form  an  essential  part  of  the  service,  and  their  help  is 
appreciated  by  all  concerned. 
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Child  Guidance 


The  Ministry  has  this  year  requested  that  information  be  included 
on  the  progress  that  has  been  made  following  the  advice  given  in  circular 
3/59  on  Child  Guidance,  in  arranging  for  members  of  the  child  guidance 
team  to  advise  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  of  child  welfare  clinics  on 
problems  of  emotional  development  and  behaviour  difficulties  as  they  may 
encounter  in  their  regular  contacts  with  mothers  and  young  children. 

The  County’s  child  guidance  clinics  are  based  on  premises  which 
are  also  used  as  child  welfare  centres.  This  enables  the  staff  of  both 
clinics  to  get  to  know  each  other  and  to  discuss  cases  on  an  individual 
basis.  Case  conferences  are  held  in  one  area. 

Where  necessary  children  are  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
and  the  Medical  Director  of  the  child  guidance  team  has  from  time  to 
time  spoken  at  meetings  to  nursing  and  medical  staff  on  problems  of 
emotional  development  and  the  recognition  and  treatment  of  early  behaviour 
difficulties. 

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics 


There  were  7  local  health  authority  ante-natal  clinics  open  at 
the  end  of  the  year  providing  22  medical  officer  sessions  per  month. 
The  total  attendances  this  year  decreased  by  264  and  the  number  of 
women  who  attended  decreased  by  339.  The  Droitwich  ante-natal  clinic 
closed  at  the  end  of  March. 

Parentcraft  and  relaxation  classes  were  held  at  13  centres 
throughout  the  county,  with  the  completion  of  the  repair  of  the  Cofton 
Common  clinic  the  class  was  re-opened  there.

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Midwives  continue  to  hold  their  own  ante-natal  sessions  at  clinic 
premises  where  this  is  convenient,  and  in  the  district  rooms  of  their 
own  houses  in  rural  areas.  Some  attend  sessions  at  the  general 
practitioners  surgery  and  every  encouragement  is  given  where  a  request 
to  do  this  is  received. 

Welfare  food  Distribution 

There  were  a  total  of  11+6  distribution  points  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  89  of  which  were  clinic  centres. 

Illegitimacy 

St.  Catherines  at  Malvern  remains  the  only  mother  and  baby  home 
in  the  county.  It  provides  24  beds  and  cots,  the  number  of 
admissions  during  the  year  was  34  and  the  average  length  of  stay  per 
case  was  8-f-  months. 

The  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  has  continued  to  act  as 
the  County  Council’s  agent  in  this  work  and  the  County  Council  assisted 
in  maintaining  33  cases  in  mother  and  baby  homes  on  the  advice  of  its 
workers  during  the  year. 

Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Worker’s  Report 

During  the  year  308  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  Diocesan 
Association  for  Moral  Welfare  Work,  and  the  workers  were  also 
concerned  with  138  people  referred  in  previous  years,  who  were  still 
needing  care  and  advice. 

Of  these  240  were  expectant  mothers  and  183  were  living  in  the 
County  areas. 

172  were  single  girls  and  68  had  been  married  and  were  separated. 
Of  the  183  living  in  the  County  areas 
Mothers 

44  were  admitted  to  Mother  and  Baby  Homes 

33  received  varying  amounts  of  help  through  the  County 
Health  Department,  towards  their  fees,  thus  supplementing 
National  Insurance  Benefits  and/or  help  from  parents,  the 
father  of  the  child,  and/or  their  own  savings. 

4  managed  their  own  finances. 

7  married  the  father  of  the  child  before  confinement. 

29  left  the  area  before  confinement  and  were  referred  wherever 
possible,  to  the  Worker  for  the  area  into  which  they  moved. 

4  refused  help. 

99  stayed  in  their  homes  or  with  relatives  or  in  lodgings  and 
were  mainly  confined  in  Hospital. 

Babies 

67  were  still  with  their  mothers  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
in  their  parents’  or  relatives'  homes  or  in  lodgings. 

16  were  with  Foster-mothers. 

2  were  in  nurseries,  /l  Local  Authority  and  1  Private) 

9  were  stillborn  or  died  at  birth  or  miscarried 

42  were  unborn  on  1st  January  19 6l. 

14  plans  were  incomplete  on  1st  January  1961. 
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The  ages  of  the  mothers  ranged  from  13  to  42  years; 

30  were  1 6  and  under;  3  were  over  40. 

The  ages  of  the  fathers  ranged  from  15  to  50  years; 

1+  were  1 6  and  under;  9  were  over  40  years. 

In  some  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  help  the  married  woman 
(separated)  to  become  reconciled  with  her  husband  and  in  a  few  instances, 
the  baby  has  been  accepted  by  him;  where  this  has  not  been  possible, 
the  baby  has  been  placed  for  adoption  in  order  to  help  them  to  make  a 
new  start. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders 

No  day  nurseries  are  maintained  by  the  County  Council,  but 
financial  help  was  given  during  the  year  to  enable  a  handicapped  child 
to  attend  a  private  nursery  on  the  recommendation  of  a  medical  specialist. 

Four  private  day  nurseries  and  five  child  minders  were  registered 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  were  providing  places  for  85  and  40  children 
respectively  under  the  age  of  5  years. 


.ldren 


The  register  of  children  with  various  handicaps  has  continued 
to  be  maintained.  A  total  of  839  children  under  5  years  of  age  were 
so  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Infections  in  early  pregnancy 

The  county  was  at  the  end  of  the  year  participating  in  the  enquiry 
which  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  in 
collaberation  with  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  certain 
hospitals,  into  the  relation  of  infections  in  early  pregnancy  to  abortion, 
stillbirth  and  congenital  defect. 

Problem  Families 

Local  committees  have  continued  to  meet  and  discuss  cases. 
Consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  appointment  of  a 
problem  family  worker  and  while  it  wa.s  decided  that  there  was  a  need 
for  such  a  person,  the  matter  was  left  in  abeyance  until  consideration 
has  been  given  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Ingleby  Commission  whose 
report  was  published  in  October. 

Four  mothers  and  their  children  were  sent  to  Crowley  House  Residential 
Training  Home  during  the  year. 

Family  Planning  Clinics 

Voluntary  clinics  were  in  operation  in  Oldbury,  Kidderminster, 

Redditch  and  Worcester  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Sessions  at  Redditch 
and  Worcester  were  increased  during  the  year. 

Liaison  Arrangements 


The  Ministry  has  this  yean  requested  a  report  on  liaison  arrangements 
with  hospitals  and  general  practitioners  designed  to  avoid  unnecessary 
hospital  admissions  and  out-patient  attendances,  and  to  facilitate  early 
discharge,  with  particular  reference  to  the  recommendations  in  circular 
letter  L.H.A.L.  2/59  on  the  nursing  of  sick  children  at  home  and  the 
aftercare  of  children  discharged  from  hospital. 
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While  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  a  full  scale 
investigation  into  the  need  for  hospital  admission  and  so  obtain 
actual  figures  it  would  appear  from  discussion  between  medical  staff 
in  the  three  branches  of  the  National  Health  Scheme  that  few  children 
in  this  area  are  today  admitted  to  or  retained  in  hospital  in  the 
absence  of  medical  or  social  need. 

While  the  total  care  of  an  acutely  and  severely  ill  child  may 
be  possible  at  home  in  areas  of  large  population  and  especially  in 
the  region  of  teaching  hospitals,  where  all  medical  and  nursing  help 
is  available  in  the  vicinity,  this  is  of  course  not  applicable  to 
rural  county  areas  where  the  district  nurse  and  health  visitor  each 
cover  a  wide  area,  the  general  medical  practitioner  may  live  miles 
away  from  his  patient,  and  specialist  paediatric  help  and  laboratory 
facilities  are  even  further  removed. 

In  a  few  instances  with  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned  a  child 
has  been  admitted  as  an  emergency,  or  for  an  operation  for  some  defect 
or  condition  which  was  not  acute,  for  a  maximum  of  two  days,  and  has 
subsequently  been  looked  after  at  home. 

Two  orthopaedic  after-care  sisters  are  employed  by  the  authority 
and  it  is  perhaps  in  this  field  that  the  greatest  saving  in  the  use  of 
hospital  paediatric  beds  is  made.  Both  work  closely  with  consultant 
orthopaedic  surgeons,  and  are  aware  of  their  views  and  methods  of 
treatment  so  that  often  out-patient  investigation  and  initiation  of 
treatment,  or  admission  for  a  short  stay  only  on  the  ward  is  followed 
by  discharge  home  and  the  orthopaedic  sister  follows  up  the  case- 
reporting  back  any  untoward  event  to  the  consultant. 

Specialist  tuberculosis  visitors  are  also  employed  by  the 
authority  and  where  treatment  in  this  specialty  can  on  medical  and 
social  grounds  be  arranged  out  of  hospital  this  is  done,  the  visitor 
maintaining  contact  with  the  case. 

A  lot  of  preventive  work  is  in  addition  carried  out  by  assistant 
medical  officers  and  health  visitors,  early  departures  from  normal 
health  are  recognised  and  treatment  is  instituted  through  appropriate 
channels,  thus  enabling  children  to  be  looked  after  at  home,  who, 
had  the  diagnosis  been  delayed  might  later  require  hospital  admission. 

REPORT  0?  THE  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER

DENTAL  TREATMENT  OF  EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING-  MOTHERS  AND  PRE¬ 
SCHOOL  CHILDREN 


There  was  again  a  small  falling  off  in  the  numbers  of  patients  seen 
during  I960  and  this  is  hardly  surprising  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no 
fewer  than  five  whole-time  dental  officers  were  lost  to  the  County  during 
the  year  and  only  two  appointed.  The  remaining  staff  have  striven  to 
maintain  such  service  as  was  formerly  provided,  but  the  loss  of  the 
Divisional  Dental  Officer  in  Oldbury  has  meant  the  collapse  of  the 
Service  in  that  Borough.  The  vacancy  caused  by  this  resignation  had 
not  been  filled  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  strictly  limited  facilities  for  treatment  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers,  which  is  due  entirely  to  staff  shortage,  the  medical 
staff  only  refer  for  dental  treatment  such  cases  as  are  obviously  and 
seriously  in  need  of  dental  treatment.  During  the  year  340  such  cases 
were  referred  and  appointments  for  dental  inspection  were  sent  to  each. 

If  such  an  appointment  was  not  kept,  a  further  appointment  was  sent  and. 
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where  practicable,  pressure  brought  to  bear  on  the  patient  by  the 
person  referring  her.  Nevertheless,  82  of  these  340  patients  failed 
to  attend  even  for  inspection  -  almost  one  in  every  four.  Quite 
apart  from  the  fact  that  such  a  high  proportion  of  patients  will  not  agree 
even  to  dental  inspection,  the  loss  of  precious  time  to  the  dental  officer 
is  frustrating.  It  is,  however,  much  more  gratifying  to  note  that  there 
is  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  number  of  patients  who  complete  the 
course  of  treatment  prescribed  for  them. 

The  new  county  dental  laboratory  was  brought  into  use  on  January  1st 
and  virtually  all  appliances  were  made  in  it,  the  only  exception  being 
the  rare  case  requiring  a  metal  base-plate,  such  work  being  carried  out 
by  an  outside  laboratory.  The  number  of  dentures  made  during  the  year 
was  greater  than  in  the  previous  year  though  the  number  of  patients 
treated  was  about  the  same. 

New  x-ray  facilities  were  provided  at  the  new  dental  clinic  at 
Malvern,  but  this  clinic  was  not  put  into  use  during  the  year  as  no 
dental  officer  was  available. 

Evening  sessions  have  been  carried  out  in  some  part  of  the  year  at 


Oldbury,  Stourbridge,  Kidderminster  and  Redditch,  and  daytime  ones  at 
Bromsgrove,  Stourport  and  Redditch,  but  changes  were  inevitable  owing  to 
staff  movements.

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Domiciliary  deliveries  attended  by  county  employed  midwives  number 
2,561  this  year  34*9%  of  births  to  county  mothers.  99 • 2%  had  a  booked 
doctor,  20  mothers  this  time  having  failed  to  do  so  as  compared  with  5 
in  1959*  The  doctor  was  present  at  delivery  in  21.8%  of  the  booked  cases. 
Medical  aid  was  summoned  327  times,  107  times  more  than  last  year  but  this 
may  in  part  be  associated  with  the  greater  stress  placed  by  the  supervisory 
staff  on  compliance  with  the  central  midwives  board  rules  directive  that 
where  the  booked  doctor  is  called  in  by  the  midwife,  a  medical  aid  form  must 
be  issued.  Only  in  the  case  of  14  of  the  requests  had  it  not  been 
previously  arranged  that  a  general  practitioner  should  provide  the  patient 
with  maternity  medical  services  under  the  National  Health  Scheme.  In 
addition,  3,225  cases  delivered  in  institutions  were  attended  by  domiciliary 
midwives  on  discharge  and  before  the  fourteenth  day.

One  hundred  and  eight  domiciliary  midwives  were  employed  by  the 
authority  at  the  end  of  the  year,  10  whole- time  and  98  part-time  which  gave 
a  total  full-time  equivalent  of  56.5*  One  whole-time  midwife  and  9-  part- 
time  midwives  were  approved  as  teachers. 

All  were  qualified  to  administer  gas  and  air. 

This  gives  a  proportion  of  one  full-time  midwife  per  7,795  population. 
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Twentyone  pupils  completed  their  district  training  as  part  of  a  Part 
II  midwifery  course  in  the  county  during  the  year,  3  of  those  were  trained 
wholly  on  the  district. 

Supervisory  Staff 

Two  nursing  officers  at  headquarters  were  giving  the  equivalent  in 
whole-time  of  0.93  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  non-medical  supervision  of 
midwives.  Visits  were  paid  to  county  staff,  private  midwives,  maternity 
units  and  nursing  homes  undertaking  midwifery. 

Private  Midwives 


Twelve  such  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  this  year 
and  attended  32  deliveries.  Of  those  midwives  6  were  qualified  to 
administer  inhalational  analgesics.

Fifty  such  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  this  year, 
15  more  than  last  year,  and  37  were  qualified  to  administer  inhalational 
analgesics. 

The  Central  Midwives  Board  amended  the  board’s  rules  and  notices  in 
June.  The  distinction  between  practicing  as  a  midwife  and  acting  as  a 
maternity  nurse  has  been  removed.  A  midwife  will  now  always  be  regarded 
as  practising  as  such  in  any  maternity  case.  A  ’’practising  midwife” 
means  a  midwife  who  holds  herself  out  to  attend  professionally  either  as 
a  midwife  or  as  a  nurse  upon  a  woman  during  pregnancy,  labour,  or  the 
lying-in-period,  or  who  so  attends. 

The  lying-in-period  has  been  redefined  as  a  period  being  not  less 
than  ten  days  nor  more  than  twenty-eight  days  after  the  end  of  the  labour 
during  which  the  continued  attendance  of  a  midwife  is  required  i.e.  the 
minimum  period  has  been  reduced  from  fourteen  to  ten  days. 

County  domiciliary  midwives  were  still  attending  for  a  minimum  of 
fourteen  days  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  requirement  that  a  midwife  must  notify  the  local  supervising 
authority  of  each  case  in  which  artificial  feeding  has  been  adopted  has 
been  removed  from  the  rules. 

In  the  notices  attention  is  drawn  to  the  danger  of  neonatal  cold 
injury  and  the  need  for  the  midwife  to  see  that  means  are  available  for 
keeping  the  bedroom  warm  by  day  and  by  night.  Low  reading  thermometers 

have  now  been  issued  to  all  county  midwives. 

Following  the  requirements  of  the  Population  (Statistics)  Act,  the 
midwife  who  now  issues  a  stillbirth  certificate  should  where  possible 
state  on  this  certificate  the  cause  of  death  and  the  estimated  duration 
of  the  pregnancy  to  the  best  of  her  knowledge  and  belief.

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Premature  Births 


Premature  births  i.e.  live  and  still  with  a  birth  weight  of  5ilbs. 
or  less  totalled  498  this  year.  This  was  64  less  than  last  year  though 
the  total  births  were  290  greater  this  year  than  in  1959,  this  gives  a 
premature  birth  rate  of  6.7  (i960),  8.1  (1959),  7.8  (1958)  8.1  (1957). 

There  were  413  premature  live  births  of  whom  320  were  bom  in 
hospital  and  93  at  home,  and  85  premature  stillbirths  of  whom  74  were 
born  in  hospital  and  11  at  home. 

In  19/5  of  the  premature  live  births  it  had  been  estimated  that  the 
mother  was  at  term  or  beyond. 

Of  the  320  premature  live  births  who  were  bom  in  hospital,  29  died 
within  24  hours  of  birth  14  of  whom  weighed  31"bs,  4ozs.  or  less  and  271 
survived  28  days.  Fewer  weie  in  the  lower  weight  range  this  year  and 
more  survived  28  days  i.e.  84o6%  as  compared  with  75*6%  in  1959. 

Of  the  93  livebom  at  home,  71  were  nursed  entirely  there  and  3  of 
those,  2  of  whom  weighed  31"bs.  4  ozs.  or  less  died  within  24  hours,  67 
survived  28  days.  Twenty-two  prematures  born  at  home  were  transferred 
to  hospital  on  or  before  the  28th  day,  one  of  those  died  within  24  hours 
cf  birth  and  17  survived  28  days.  Sixteen  of  the  transferred  infants 
weighed  over  411)5.  6ozs. 

No  premature  baby  was  bom  in  a  nursing  home  this  year. 

Details  are  available  for  5 0 %  of  the  premature  live  births  and  these 
would  indicate  possible  causes  of  the  prematurity  as  shown  in  the  table :-

It  was  not  possible  to  ascertain  any  possible  cause  cf  prematurity 
in  96  cases. 

One  mother  who  had  recently  arrived  from  Ireland  had  no  ante-natal 
care,  10  of  the  total  for  whom  details  are  available  were  prematurely 
induced  for  pre-eclamptic  toxaemia,  abnormal  presentation,  or  post  maturity. 

Stillbirths 


Stillbirths  this  year  totalled  152,  32  less  than  last  year.  Seven 
were  illegitimate,  63%  were  of  premature  birth  weight  and  half  of  those 
weighed  31bs.  4ozs.  or  less,  and  18/5  weighed  21bs.  or  less.  84  were  female 
and  68  male. 
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Detail. s  of  117  (77%)  of  the  total  are  available  and  the  probable

Forty-nine  were  thought  to  have  died  before  the  onset  of  labour  and  eleven  of  those  were 
Induced,  twelve  were  booked  for  home  confinement  and  delivered  at  home. 

Of  the  total  for  whom  details  are  available  two  had  made  no  arrangements  for  ante-natal 
care  or  conf inement,  one  of  those  only  realised  she  was  pregnant  at  28  weel is  when  she  had  a 
severe  ante-partum  haemorrhage.  One  alien  who  had  some  ante-natal  care  in  her  own  country 
had  made  no  plans  for  confinement  here.  One  other  foetus  was  thought  to  have  died  because 
of  lack  of  attention  at  birth,  the  mother  was  booked  for  hospital  confinement  but  went  into 
labour  at  29  weeks  gestation  and  did  not  summon  a  midwife  in  time. 

Six  were  members  of  twin  pregnancies.  In  all  of  which  the  othei  Infant  was  llveborn. 

58  (half  of  the  total  for  whom  details  are  available)  were  booked  for  hospital  delivery 
and  delivered  In  hospital;  k  others,  though  booked  for  hospital  confinement,  were  delivered 
at  home;  2 b  (20%)  were  booked  for  home  confinement  and  delivered  at  home;  27  others  (23%) 
were  booked  for  home  confinement  but  later  referred  to  hospital  because  of  toxaemia, 
abnormality  of  foetus  or  pregnancy,  onset  of  premature  labour,  rhesus  Incompatibility  etc. 
and  were  delivered  in  hospital. 

Congenital  abnormality  was  the  presumed  cause  in  30,  (16  female  +  l!  male)  one  third  of 
those  were  to  prlmigravidae.  In  none  was  there  a  history  of  previous  stillbirth,  but  10% 
had  had  a  previous  miscarriage.  Pregnancy  was  at  term  in  13%.  In  eleven  of  the  total  cases 
labour  was  Induced  following  ante-natal  diagnosis.  Placental  abnormalities  were  reported  in 
8.  Apart  from  one  mother  who  stated  she  had  had  tonsillitis,  sometime  during  the  first  six 
months  of  pregnancy,  no  other  infection  was  reported.  Seventeen  of  the  total  had  an 
abnormality  incompatible  with  life.  80%  had  a  central  nervous  system  abnormality.  Maternal 
age  was  20  -  25  years  in  3,  25  -  30  years  in  13,  30  -  35  years  in  10,  35  -  bO  years  in  1. 

Ten  of  the  mothers  were  prlmigravidae  aged  25  -  30  years  in  7  cases  and  30  -  35  years  In  3  cases. 

Of  the  multlgravidae  three  only  had  four  or  more  pregnancies  previously  and  in  those  all 
previous  children  had  been  normal. 

Pre-eclamptic  toxaemia  was  the  presumed  cause  in  lA,  none  were  multiple  pregnancies,  five 
were  prlmigravidae,  three  had  three  or  more  previous  pregnancies.  Maternal  age  was  20  -  25  years 
In  3,  25  -  30  years  in  3,  30  -  35  years  In  3,  35  ~  to  years  in  3,  unknown  In  2.  Eight  were  booked 
for  hospital  delivery,  four  booked  for  home  confinement  were  subsequently  referred  to  hospital,  one 
had  made  no  plans  for  confinement,  one  was  booked  for  and  delivered  at  home  at  33  weeks  gestation. 
21%  had  an  induction  or  caesarean  section  for  the  toxaemia.  Eight  of  the  fourteen  were  female 
babies. 

Pre-eclamptic  toxaemia  was  thought  to  be  a  contributing  cause  in  5  other  cases. 

In  eight  cases  foetal  death  appeared  to  be  associated  with  delivery,  3  had  prolonged  labours 
with  signs  of  foetal  distress,  3  others  had  Instrumental  deliveries,  one  was  postmature  and  in 
one  no  attendant  was  present  at  the  birth.  Four  appeared  to  be  due  to  postmaturity,  three  of 
those  were  Induced,  the  fourth  mother  refused  induction. 

Three  coses  were  associated  with  rhesus  incompatability,  two  of  whom  gave  birth  to  a 
hydrops  foetalls,  the  placenta  in  one  weighed  b  lbs.  Four  were  associated  with  cord  prolapse, 
and  one  with  maternal  diabetes. 

The  cause  of  intra-uterine  death  was  unknown  in  36. 
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Perinatal  Mortality 

The  County  rate  this  year  was  32  (last  year  42)  from  the  figures 
provided  by  the  Registrar  General  of  132  stillbirths  and  79  first  week 
deaths . 

Maternal  Mortality  (pregnancy,  childbirth,  abortion) 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  this  year  was  0,41  and  included  the 
dearths  of  three  mothers.  Two  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  pulmonary 
embolism,  one  in  the  ante-natal  period  at  24  weeks  gestation  in  a  mother 
aged  42  years,  the  other  following  a  miscarriage  at  24  weeks  gestation 
in  a  mother  aged  23  years.  Another  mother  aged  18  years  was  delivered 
at  37  weeks  gestation  and  died  shortly  afterwards.  Following  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination  the  cause  of  death  was  acute  right  sided  cardiac 
failure . 


SECTION  24 

National  Health  Servi.ce  Act  -  Health  Visiting  Service 

This  year  saw  the  commencement  in  the  county  of  routine  infant 
screening  tests  for  the  detection  of  phenylketonuria. 


Phenylketonuria  is  a  disorder  of  metabolism  concerned  with  certain 
food  constituents  known  as  amino-acids  and  is  now  accepted  as  due  to 
a  specific  enzyme  deficiency,  which  is  inherited  in  a  recessive  way. 

Its  incidence  in  the  community  is  thought  to  be  about  one  case  per  10,000 
population.  Affected  infants  accumulate  from  the  early  weeks  of  life  a 
toxic  product  if  the  concerned  amino-acid  is  given  in  normal  quantity. 

This  toxin  acts  on  the  brain  leading  to  subnormality,  often  severe,  as  the 
child  grows.  Fortunately  it  is  also  excreted  in  the  urine  and  this  provides 
an  easy  means  of  early  detection  by  a  simple  urine  test.  If  a  positive 
reaction  to  the  test  is  obtained,  more  full  investigations  are  carried  out 
to  confirm  the  diagnosis  and  when  this  has  been  established,  a  special  diet 
low  in  this  particular  amino-acid  content  is  instituted. 


Routine  urine  screening  tests  have,  with  parental  consent,  been 
carried  out  by  health  visitors  on  all  infants  born  in  I960,  at  the  age 
of  six  weeks.  Many  of  the  tests  are  carried  out  at  child  welfare  clinics 
but  where  this  is  not  possible  a  home  visit  is  made.  Testing  is  time 
consuming,  but  rewarding  in  that  if  a  case  can  he  detected  sufficiently 
early,  the  development  of  what  may  he  severe  subnormality  may  be  prevented. 
No  positive  reaction  -was  obtained  in  those  tested  this  year. 


A  further  development  in  July  was  the  allocation  of  a  health  visitor 
as  a  social  worker  in  a  part-time  capacity  to  the  aged  in  the  southern 
half  of  the  county.  Cases  were  referred  to  her  by  general  medical 
practitioners,  hospital  amoners,  and  health  department  staff.  She  makes 
an  assessment  of  the  need  in  each  case,  arranging  for  home  care  to  be 
supplemented  by  special  aids,  domestic  help  etc.,  recommending  admission 
to  hospital  on  a  short  or  long  term  basis  as  necessary  or  arranging  for 
the  discharge  of  patients  from  hospital  where  the  medical  and  social 
conditions  allow  of  this.  In  this  work  she  visits  cases  and  reports 
direct  to  the  consulting  geriatrician  for  the  South  Worcestershire  group 
of  hospitals. 


This  is  an  experiment  to  rationalise  the  admission  and  discharge  of 
the  elderly  and  chronic  sick  to  and  from  hospital  and  the  scheme  has  been 
considered  worth  while  by  all  concerned  and  its  extension  in  the  future  may 
be  desirable. 
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Health  visiting  in  other  fields  has  continued  and  although  a  shortage 
of  staff  has  existed  the  number  of  attendances  made  by  health  visitors  at 
clinic  sessions ,  and  the  number  of  visits  to  children  under  5  years  and 
to  other  cases  has  lucre* red,  but  the  total  number  of  families  or 
households,  and  of  children  visited  has  decreased.

HEALTH  VISITORS 
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Health  Visiting  staff  at  the  end  of  the  year 

Three  nursing  officers  at  headquarters  were  giving  the  whole-time 
equivalent  of  1.2  officers  acting  in  an  administrative  and  supervisory 
capacity.  Eighty-three  nurses  were  undertaking  health  visiting  giving 
a  whole-time  equivalent  of  31.6.  Thirteen  were  acting  by  virtue  of 
a  dispensation  given  under  regulation  5  of  the  National  Health  Service 
regulations  1948.  In  addition  tuberculosis  visiting  was  carried  out 
by  6  whole-time  and  one  part-time  visitor  giving  a  whole-time  equivalent 
of  6.5. 
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Health  Education 

Those  of  us  engaged  in7  the  task  of  educating  for  health  are  becoming 
increasingly  critical  and  analytical  of  our  efforts.  Are  our  health  education 
methods  effective  enough?  Is  it  pssible  to  stimulate  a  ’new  lock'  on 
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health  education? 


Parentcraft  classes  have  continued  and  are  now  well  attended  in 
various  parts  of  the  county.  The  expectant  mother  is  usually  more 
receptive  and  health  education  is  most  effective  in  this  group. 


It  is  now  an  accepted  fact  that  people  more  liable  to  accidents 
in  the  home  come  within  two  age  groups,  young  children  under  5  and 
elderly  persons.  Children  under  the  age  of  5  years  admitted  to 
hospital  as  a  result  of  accidents  in  the  home  have  been  followed  up 
by  the  local  health  visitors.  There  were  22  accidents,  none  of  them 
fatal  and  the  length  of  stay  in  hospital  varied  from  2  days  to  2  months. 
The  following  summary  is  interesting :-

Seven  children  swallowed  tablets,  7  drank  liquids  e.g.  turpentine; 
Jeyes  fluid  and  paint  remover;  5  were  scalded;  1  was  treated  for 
toadstool  poisoning;  1  ate  poison  berries;  1  inhaled  formaldehyde 
fumes. 


A  significant  feature  appears  to  be  the  danger  of  the  younger  child 
from  the  age  of  1  -  3  years  who  is  at  the  most  venturesome  and  inquisitive 
age.  In  this  age  group  more  accidents  occurred  by  liquids  being  put 
into  'fruit  squash  bottles’  and  tablets  not  kept  out  of  the  reach  of 
small  children. 

Courses  of  instruction  by  health  visiters  sponsored  by  the  national 
council  for  maternal  and  child  welfare  have  continued  with  success  in 
secondary  modern  schools  in  various  parts  of  the  county. 

There  are  now  two  groups  of  girls  ranging  from  15-18  years  that 
are  undertalcing  a  course  of  health  education  at  Bromsgrove  College  of 
Further  Education.  The  girls  are  employed  in  local  factories  and  spend 
a  day  each  week  in  the  College  of  Further  Education.  The  talks  are  given 

jointly  by  health  visitors  and  members  of  the  teaching  staff  and  talks 
include  ’planning  and  running  a  home’  and  ’preparation  for  family  life’. 

The  syllabus  this  year  has  been  further  expanded  by  an  individual  talk  by 
an  officer  of  the  home  safety  committee  on  the  prevention  of  accidents 
in  the  home,  this  was  followed  by  a  visit  to  the  fire  station.  Other 
visits  of  observation  have  been  paid  to  old  persons  homes,  child  welfare 
centres  and  to  the  maternity  unit  of  a  local  hospital. 

Additional  visual  and  sound  aids  have  been  purchased  and  Miss  Mee, 
as  Deputy  Superintendent  Health  Visiter  has  instilled  into  all  the 
nursing  staff  the  need  for  putting  across  health  education  topics  to 
individuals  and  to  groups  at  every  possible  opportunity.  I  hope  she  will 
feel  that  in  carrying  out  this  difficult,  often  frustrating,  but  nevertheles 
very  necessary  job,  she  is  taking  her  full  share  in  the  work  and  success 
of  the  health  team  of  today. 

In  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  health  education  is  as  important 
as  immunising  children  against  poliomyelitis. 
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Health  Education  in  Schools 


Education  for  health  is  part  of  the  curriculum  of  nearly  all  schools 
and  is  becoming  increasingly  significant  in  the  secondary  schools. 

Methods  vary  from  school  to  school  and  the  health  department  staff 
are  always  prepared  to  advise  and  participate  whenever  asked. 

Miss  Mee  has  introduced  courses  for  senior  girls  which  have  been 
sponsored  by  the  national  association  for  maternal  and  child  welfare 
and  certificates  of  merit  have  been  awarded  to  the  girls  who  passed 
the  tests  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

Dr.  C.  H.  Phillips,  medical  officer  of  health,  and  others  have 
aroused  keen  interest  in  the  Bromsgrove  area,  in  schoolchildren's  feet 
and  their  shoes.  He  has  produced  a  series  of  photographs  of  school 
girls’  feet  which  show  very  clearly  what  ugly  and  disabling  deformities 
attend  the  wearing  of  unsuitable  shoes.  Lively  and  most  useful 
meetings  have  been  held  with  school  staff,  schoolchildren  and  their 
parents  and  a  good  deal  of  success  has  been  achieved  in  getting  the 
girls  to  wear  sensible  shoes. 

No-one  in  his  senses  would  deny  growing  school  girls  the  perfectly 
healthy  pleasure  of  occasionally  trying  to  emulate  film  stars  both  in 
their  dress  and  decor.  But  film  stars  do  not  have  to  walk  considerable 
distances,  often  in  inclement  weather,  to  school,  to  do  a  good  deal  of 
walking  when  they  get  there  and  then  walk  home. 

I  am  convinced  that  for  this  reason  if  not  for  any  other,  all 
secondary  schools  should  prescribe  a  choice  of  uniform  shoes  of  good 
functional  design. 

Smoking  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  requested  information  about  the  progress 
of  health  education  arrangements  with  particular  reference  to  the  problem 
of  tobacco  smoking  and  lung  cancer. 

Much  is  done  in  this  field  by  medical  officers,  dental  officers  and 
health  visitors  in  their  day  to  day  contact  with  children  and  their 
parents.  Undoubtedly  this  is  the  most  effective  type  of  propaganda 
and  overshadows  the  more  formal  steps  that  are  detailed  below. 

The  problem  of  bringing  home  the  health  hazards  of  smoking  to  the 
public  has  been  under  constant  review  throughout  the  year.  The  matter 
has  been  discussed  at  meetings  of  assistant  county  medical  officers  and 
health  visitors.  These  officers  have  given  lectures  in  schools,  to 
young  wives’  clubs,  parent/teacher  associations  and  others,  in  many  cases 
supported  by  the  Central  Council  of  Health  Education’s  film  strip  on 
the  subject. 

The  emphasis  has  been  to  indicate  the  dangers  to  the  young  rather  than 
expending  effort  in  converting  older  people.  Posters  and  other  displays 
have  been  circulated  to  schools  and  clinics  and  head  teachers  have  been 
most  co-operative.  Unfortunately  it  is  felt  that  much  good  is  undone 
by  letting  the  children  see  the  smoke  laden  atmosphere  of  the  staff  room. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Teachers  Advisory  Committee 
and  the  head  teachers  who  have  co-operated  in  the  various  campaigns. 
Unfortunately  it  does  not  appear  that  the  dissemination  of  information 
is  causing  much  public  concern  and  there  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  less 
children  are,  in  fact,  smoking  regularly  now  than  was  the  case  a  year  ago. 
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Section  25 


National  Health  Service  Act.  Home  Nursing 
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The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  was  12,654  ana  the 
total  number  of  visits  paid  were  206,773,  6 7 /  of  the  latter  being  to 
persons  over  the  age  of  65  years.  1,738  cases  had  more  than  24  visits 
during  the  year  and  the  total  number  of  visits  to  this  group  were  144,600 
or  ~JOfo  of  the  total  visiting.  This  is  3%  less  than  last  year  and  while 
a  large  proportion  of  the  district  nurses  time  is  still  occupied  in  caring 
for  the  chronic  sick,  the  proportion  has  reduced  slightly  this  year. 

Visits  paid  to  tuberculous  patients,  cases  of  other  infectious  disease, 
and  to  women  with  maternal  complications  numbered  respectively  1,057,  192, 

356. 

Home  Nursing  Staff  at  end  of  year 

Two  nursing  officers  at  headquarters  were  giving  the  whole-time 
equivalent  of  0.94  on  administrative  and  supervisory  duties. 

Seventeen  whole-time  and  86  part-time  state  registered  nurses  were 
giving  a  total  whole-time  equivalent  of  52.9  in  general  nursing  duties  and 
13  whole-time  and  15  part-time  state  enrolled  assistant  nurses  and  1  state 
certified  midwife  were  giving  a  total  whole-time  equivalent  of  19.6  also 
in  this  capacity.  This  averages  one  nurse  per  6,063  population.  Sixtyseven 
of  the  nursing  staff  were  Queen* s  nurses. 
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The  Isobel  Mo room  Medal  and  Prize  was  awarded  to  Miss  E*  E„  Burridge, 
S.E.A.N.,  S.C.M.,  who  had  worked  in  the  county  for  25  years.  It  was 
presented  to  her  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  County  Nursing 
Association  on  July  20th. 

Long  Service  Badges  and  Bars  were  presented  to  13  nurses. 

County  Nursing  Association 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  took  place  in  July  when  the  "Gardens  of 
Britain"  film  was  shown.  Reports  were  given  on  matters  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  with  particular  reference  to  the  magnificent  results 
which  had  been  achieved  by  the  Queen's  Institute  of  District  Nursing 
Centenary  Appeal, 

Nurses  Houses 


The  policy  to  provide  houses  for  district  nurses  continued 
throughout  the  year  but  not  at  the  same  satisfactory  rate  of  completion 
because  of  the  difficulty  in  the  purchase  of  sites  end  also  long  delays 
in  delivery  of  bricks. 

A  pair  of  houses  were  completed  at  "Vribbenhall ,  Bewdley,  and  a 
single  house  at  Headless  Cross. 

Staff  Changes 

Mrs.  E.  Davis,  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  retired  after 
12  years  service  and  3  district  nurse/midwives  retired  after  33  *  22  and 
21-g-  years  service. 

Nine  health  visitor/school  nurses  resigned  their  appointments 
during  the  year  and  5  new  appointments  were  made;  11  district  nurses 
and  district  nurse/midwives  resigned  and  11  appointments  were  made; 

2  full-time  midwives  resigned  and  1  appointment  was  made. 

Training  of  students  from  other  authorities 

Sixteen  Queen's  nurse  students  from  Nottingham  and  17  health 
visitor  students  from  Birmingham  visited  the  county;  11  for  3  days 
regional  experience  and  6  for  5  days  rural  experience.  In  addition  25 
final  year  students  from  the  Mid-Y/orces ter shire  Hospital  Management 
Committee  Training  Centre  spent  a  day  on  the  district  in  Kidderminster  or 
Bro ms grove,  observing  the  work  of  a  district  nurse  and  health  visitor. 

Health  Visitor's  and  Queen's  Training 

Three  students  were  accepted  for  health  visitors  training  at 
Battersea  Training  College.  Five  nurses  completed  the  Queen's  District 
Training  and  returned  to  work  in  the  county.  Four  Queen's  nurses 
completed  the  health  visitor  training  and  are  now  doing  generalised  work 
in  rural  areas. 

Post-Graduate  Courses 


Fourteen  midwives  attended  the  statutory  post-graduate  course  for  midwives  at  various 
centres  in  the  country  and  3  midwives  attended  a  course  in  parentcraft  teaching. 

Three  district  nurses  attended  a  course  arranged  by  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District 
Nursing  at  Bedford  College  and  2  nurses  attended  a  course  in  London  arranged  by  the  Royal 
College  of  Nursing.  One  district  nurse  attended  a  course  at  Stoke-on-Trent  arranged  by 
the  Womens  Public  Health  Officers  Association.  Four  state  enrolled  assistant  nurses  attended 
a  course  arranged  by  the  Royal  College  of  Nursing  in  Birmingham. 

The  chief  Nursing  Officer  attended  a  course  for  administrators  arranged  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Midwives  at  Eastbourne,  and  the  Deputy  Nursing  Officer  attended  a  course  at  Bedford  College 
arranged  by  the  Association  of  Supervisors  of  Midwives. 
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Three  health  visitors  attended  the  Summer  School  at  Lady  Margaret  Hall,  Oxford.  Two 
attended  a  mental  health  course  at  the  St.  Gabriels  College,  London  and  one  the  Autumn  School 
at  Florence  Nightingale  Hall,  Nottingham.  One  health  visitor  attended  a  course  In  parentcraft 
teaching. 

Staff  Meetings 

Area  staff  meetings  were  held  quarterly  at  Evesham,  Redditch,  Bromsgrove 
and  'Worcester. 

Those  meetings  are  designed  not  only  to  attract  members  of  the  health 
department  staff  in  each  area,  but  also  members  of  other  interested 
departments,  local  authority  and  hospital,  and  of  voluntary  agencies. 

They  serve  a  purpose  not  only  from  the  informative  aspect  but  also  by 
enabling  staff  of  the  various  departments  and  social  agencies  to  meet  each 
other,  further  liaison  between  them. 

In  addition,  the  twice  yearly  meetings  at  headquarters  of  district 
nursing  and  midwifery  and  of  health  visiting  staff  were  held. 

Annual  County  Refresher  Course 

This  was  held  on  5th,  6th  and  7th  April  I960.  The  subjects  dea.lt 
with  were  ’’Human  Relations”,  ’’Perinatal  Health  and  Disorder”,  ’’Aspects  of 
the  Rheumatic  Problem” ,” Midwifery  problems  in  Overseas  Populations”  and 
’’The  new  Mental  Health  Act”.  There  were  approximately  500  attendances  at 
4  sessions.

At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  3  whole-time  and  35  part-time  organisers  giving 
a  total  whole-time  equivalent  of  21,  working  from  19  centres  in  the  county.

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  with  the 
full  co-operation  of  the  Chest  Physicians  and  Dr,  R,  Janet  Posner, 
Medical  Director  of  the  Dudley  Mobile  Unit,  arrangements  were  made 
to  x-ray  the  chests  of  the  mantoux  positive  children. 

Excluding  the  Oldbury  and  Kidderminster  divisional  areas, 
where  the  cases  were  dealt  with  separately  or  at  a  later  date,  635 
cases  were  x-rayed,  47  children  having  failed  to  keep  their  appoint¬ 
ments,  In  17  cases  some  abnormality  was  revealed  and  the  children 
concerned  were  either  referred  to  the  family  doctor  (15  cases)  or 
called  up  for  routine  medical  examination  at  school  (2  cases). 
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POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 


In  February  the  Minister  of  Health  asked  local  health  authorities 
to  extend  their  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis 
by  offering  vaccination  to  all  persons  who  had  not  at  the  time  of 
their  application  for  vaccination  reached  the  age  of  forty  and  to 
certain  further  small  groups  of  persons  including  dental  surgeons 
and  their  staff  and  families,  nurses  not  working  in  hospital  and 
their  families  and  public  health  staff  who  might  come  into  contact 
with  poliomyelitis  cases,  and  their  families. 

Wide  publicity  was  given  to  this  extension  of  the  scheme  and  in 
particular  all  factories  in  the  county  were  approached  with  an  offer 
of  vaccination  on  their  own  premises  if  the  number  of  applications 
was  twenty  or  over.

Ambulance  Service  (Section  27) 


Service  Statistics. 


There  was  little  charge  in  the  volume  of  work  during  the  year, 
the  small  increase  in  patients  conveyed  being  almost  entirely  due  to 
the  opening  of  a  new  Junior  Training  Centre  at  Worcester,  and  the 
conveyance  of  mental  patients  there  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
road  accident  cases.  As  in  1959,  however,  the  staff  and  vehicles 
available  found  it  difficult  at  times  to  cope  with  peak  periods. 

With  this  in  mind,  and  possibly  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
service,  the  Ambulance  Sub -Committee  are  to  consider  during  1961  the 
introduction  of  radio  control. 

3,460  accident  cases  were  conveyed,  compared  with  3,157  the 
previous  year,  and  out-patient  treatment  cases  were  102,529  compared 
with  105,639,  a  reduction  of  3,110. 

The  average  miles  per  case  were  3.1  as  conpared  with  3.7  in  1959# 

The  number  of  patients  conveyed  on  the  railways  fell  from  543  in 
1959  to  507  in  I960,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  renewed  effort  necessary 
to  increase  the  number  of  patients  conveyed  by  this  means,  especially 
where  rney  live  on  a  direct  route  necessitating  no  changes. 

Premises 


Due  to  difficulty  over  the  provision  of  telephones,  the  new 
ambulance  station  at  Kidderminster  was  not  opened  until  December.  It 
is  situated  more  centrally  for  the  area  covered  than  was  the  old  station 
and  is  better  sited  to  deal  with  the  large  number  of  emergency  and 
accident  calls. 

It  is  hoped  to  provide  a  new  station  at  Bromsgrove  in  1961,  which 
Y/ill  be  a  conversion  from  garage  premises  bought  by  the  Council,  and 
apart  from  the  new  premises  at  Oldbury  and  Malvern,  which  it  is  hoped 
to  commence  building  in  the  near  future,  the  service  will  be  provided 
with  up  to  date  stations. 

New  Vehicles 


There  v/as  delay  in  providing  the  new  quota  of  vehicles  for 
1960/61  ,  as  the  makers  had  ceased  to  supply  Morris  LC.5  sitting  case 
ambulances. 

Voluntary  Agency: 

The  County  Ambulance  Officer  is  also  Ambulance  Officer  to  the 
Worcester  City  and  District  Voluntary  Ambulance  Committee,  v/hich  provides 
a  service,  on  an  agency  basis,  for  the  City  of  Worcester  and  surrounding 
county  areas. 

During  the  year,  3,561  county  cases  were  conveyed  a  total  of 
35,685  miles,  compared  with  2166  cases  and  33,253  miles  in  1959.  The 
increase  here,  as  in  the  county  service,  is  due  to  the  conveyance  of 
mental  patients  to  the  new  Junior  Training  Centre. 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  service  provided  by  the 
voluntary  Committee  and  the  county  service  to  eliminate  wasted  mileage 
and  journeys.

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  A,  the  work  undertaken  by  these  services 
also  increased  during  the  year.  The  number  of  hospital  car  drivers 
remains  fairly  constant ,  but  an  increase  in  numbers  would  be  welcome  in 
most  parts  of  the  county.  The  hospital  car  and  hire  car  drivers  have 
done  valuable  work,  and  a  good  relationship  has  been  established  between 
them  and  the  various  ambulance  stations. 

Volunteers 


The  number  of  volunteers  actually  undertaking  duty  at  the  county 
stations  is  now  very  small,  although  escorts  can  usually  be  obtained 
without  difficulty  for  railway  journeys.  It  is  regrettable  that  there 
has  been  such  a  falling  off  in  attendances,  although  most  people  have 
more  leisure  time. 

Civil  Defence  .Ambulance  &  First  Aid  Section 

As  the  new  syllabus  of  training  was  not  received,  the  number  of 
classes  dropped  considerably  on  section  subjects  apart  from  first  aid. 
However,  two  very  successful  afternoon  movement  exercises  were  held  in 
October  and  Novenber,  when  the  number  attending  exceeded  all  expectations. 

A  County  civil  defence  competition  was  held  in  June,  seven  section 
teams  competing,  the  winners  of  the  final  being  the  V/ythall  team  from 
Bromsgrove  Rural  District.

Dr.  R.  B.  Mayfield,  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Consultant  Chest 
Physician,  has  given  the  following: - 

It  is  pleasing  to  observe  that  the  tuberculosis  notification 
rate  shows  a  further  decline.  The  death  rate  has  merely  been  main¬ 
tained  at  the  same  low  figure  as  recorded  for  1959*  Of  course,  the 
lower  this  figure  becomes,  the  more  difficult  it  is  to  reduce,  and 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  many  of  those  who  die  from  tuberculosis 
nowadays  are  elderly  people  who  vere  infected  and  had  suffered  much 
damage  before  modem  drugs  were  discovered.  Often,  too,  there  are 
other  factors  contributing  to  this  mortality  in  addition  to  tuber¬ 
culosis.  Cenerally  speaking  the  results  for  I960  can  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory,  though  no  relaxation  of  preventive  measures  can  be 
contemplated  until  tuberculosis  is  eliminated,  or  at  least  becomes  a 
rare  disease.  Twenty-four  deaths  in  I960  seems  a  small  number 
compared  with  fifty-four  in  1955  and.  one  hundred  and  twenty- three 
in  1950,  but  this  is  a  preventable  disease  and  should,  therefore, 
be  allowed  to  cause  no  deaths  at  all. 

The  main  problem  remains  the  chronic  infector  pool  mostly 
composed  of  middle  aged  and  elderly  men.  It  will  fade  out  naturally 
in  time,  but  if  mass  radiography  were  universally  accepted  by  all  men 
over  forty-five  years  of  age,  the  process  would  be  greatly 
accelerated.

Throughout  the  year  many  requests  have  been  received  from 
members  of  the  nursing  and  health  visiting  staff,  hospital  almoners 
and  general  practitioners  for  patients  to  be  visited,  a  high  pro¬ 
portion  of  whom  were  disabled  but  not  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  of  individual  patients  seen  over  the  yean 
was  14-5  and  2,098  visits  were  made.  This  is  a  considerable  increase 
over  the  previous  year  when  the  figures  were  87  and  850  respectively. 

With  the  increasing  number  of  patients  who  are  being  referred 
it  is  essential  that  there  should  be  complete  co-operation  between  all 
who  are  concerned.  A  most  valuable  liaison  has  recently  been 
established  writh  the  physiotherapy  staff  at  the  IVorcester  Royal 
Infirmary  and  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  such  as  this  can  be 
considerably  extended  in  the  future. 

The  Infantile  Paralysis  Fellowship  were  most  helpful  and 
co-operative  throughout  the  year.  Help  given  by  the  headquarters 
included  paying  for  a  dressmaking  course  and  the  purchase  of  a 
suitable  sev/ing  machine  for  a  patient  disabled  as  a  result  of  having 
contracted  poliomyelitis.  The  Wolverhampton  Branch  kindly  assisted 
in  the  sale  of  articles  made  by  patients  in  addition  to  providing 
out -work  for  four  patients. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  several  household  gadgets  were  made 
in  the  year  by  a  patient  for  the  benefit  of  a  patient  suffering  from 
poliomyelitis  and  another  having  rheumatoid  arthritis. 

Sales  of  work  were  organised  by  the  County  staff  at  various 
times  and  on  request  exhibition  stands  were  arranged  on  two  occasions. 
Visits  v/ere  also  made  to  the  Austin  Rehabilitation  Centre  and  the 
Handsworth  Government  Training  Centre. 


Orthopaedic  Report. 

by  Mrs.  Kathleen  J.  Johnson,  S.R.N.,  O.N.C.,  M.W.I. 

The  orthopaedic  service  concentrates  on  prevention  and  the 
early  treatment  of  minor  orthopaedic  defects.  To  this  end,  the 
inspection  of  school  children  and  visits  to  infant  v/elfare  centres 
has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Co-operation  with  health  visitors 
has  resulted  in  visits  to  parents  of  "under  fives"  who  have  sought 
advice  regarding  minor  defects  and  footwear. 

The  supervision  of  the  more  seriously  handicapped  children  has 
continued  both  in  the  homes  and  school.  I  am  quite  sure  that  mixing 
vrith  normal  children  at  school  and  taking  part  in  all  possible 
activities  help  these  children  considerably. 

Despite  the  many  foot  surveys  and  opinions  voiced  in  the  press 
our  teenage  girls  appear  to  prefer  fashionable  shoes  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  in  future  years  many  of  them  will  find  their  way  to  our 
orthopaedic  clinics.  There  seems  no  solution  to  this  problem. 

There  are  many  complaints  from  parents  that  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  buy  children's  footwear  v/ith  leather  soles  and  heels 
particularly  in  the  smaller  sizes. 
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Convalescence . 


During  the  year  a  total  of  273  oases  supported  by  a  medical 
certificate  were  referred  for  varying  periods  of  convalescence.  Of 
this  number,  205  patients  were  eligible  under  the  County  Council 
scheme  and  proceeded  on  convalescence  to  various  homes,  the  average 
stay  for  each  being  two  weeks.  The  remaining  68  patients  were 
fully  investigated  and  although  the  financial  circumstances  of  some 
were  such  that  the  County  Council  could  not  accept  responsibility, 
it  was  possible  in  many  instances  to  make  arrangements  with  a  number 
of  Societies  who  have  convalescent  schemes  for  a  holiday.  In  just  a 
few  instances,  the  patients  themselves  did  not  wish  to  proceed  on 
convalescence  although  this  had  been  recommended  by  their  doctor. 

The  admission  rate  to  the  various  homes  which  we  use  has 
remained  fairly  constant  and  comparable  with  previous  years.  The 
general  medical  practitioners  throughout  the  County  freely  make 
recommendations  for  deserving  cases  to  have  the  advantage  of  this 
scheme  and  from  the  number  of  letters  received,  arrangement snade 
are  appreciated  by  the  patients.  On  looking  at  the  age  range  of 
patients  referred,  it  is  particularly  noticeable  that  the  majority  fall 
within  the  elderly  cat ego ry  and  of  the  other  groups  middle  aged  or 
physically  handicapped  persons  are  the  most  prominent.  From  time 
to  time,  the  mother  of  a  large  family  who,  following  many  years  of 
overwork  and  frustration  with  resultant  chronic  general  debility, 
may  be  referred  for  a  holiday.  One  such  case  came  to  our  notice 
in  the  last  year.  The  patient,  37  years  of  age,  was,  in  addition 
to  having  a  large  family,  seriously  crippled  and  apart  from  never 
having  had  a  proper  holiday,  had  never  seen  the  sea. 

It  has  been  found  from  experience  that  we  do  have  the  fullest 
possible  co-operation  Y\rith  the  convalescent  homes  and  it  is  most 
unusual  if  any  patient  has  to  wait  longer  than  three  weeks  for  a 
vacancy.  Access  to  the  convalescent  homes  is  freely  given  to  any 
members  of  my  staff  who  might  on  occasion  be  escorting  patients  and 
in  this  way  one  is  able  to  see  at  first  hand  that  all  is  well.  This 
personal  contact  is,  of  course,  extremely  useful  since  it  does  give 
us  the  opportunity  of  keeping  up  to  date  with  any  particular  home 
and  it  is  not  county  policy  to  send  any  patient  to  a  new  establish¬ 
ment  without  first  obtaining  a  satisfactory  report  from  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 


Medical  Comforts. 

The  scope  of  this  service  has,  throughout  the  year,  con¬ 
tinued  to  expand,  particularly  from  the  point  of  view  of  specialised 
equipment.  Such  equipment  is  readily  available  through  the  County 
Health  Department  for  patients  in  their  own  homes  when  a  medical  or 
nursing  need  has  been  established.  Certainly  quite  a  number  of 
patients  would  have  been  admitted  to  hospital  if  hoists  had  not  been 
provided.  This  equipment  does  mean  that  a  relative  can  often  manage 
a  heavy  bed  patient  following  simple  instructions  from  the  district 
nurse.  Instances  are  known  where  in  the  past  it  has  not  been  possible 
readily  for  some  cases  to  be  transferred  to  a  v/heel  chair  but 
mechanical  aid  certainly  has  gone  a  long  way  towards  relieving  such 
problems,  circumstances  permitting. 

All  patients  speak  most  highly  of  this  service  and  fully  realise 
the  amount  of  voluntary  work  put  into  it,  particularly  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  and  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.  These  organis¬ 
ations  run  a  large  number  of  medical  comforts  depots  throughout  the 
county  and  great  credit  is  due  to  them. 
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CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


In  April  1959  the  Minister  of  Health  issued  Circular  13/59 
stating  that  he  m s  prepared  to  approve  proposals  by  local  health 
authorities  who  wished  to  establish,  or  where  one  already  existed  extend, 
a  chiropody  service  as  part  of  their  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of 
illness  under  Section  28(1 )  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

I  had  already  (in  September  1958)  prepared  a  report  on  the  limited 
chiropody  services  which  were  then  operating  within  the  county  and  had 
submitted  proposals  for  a  possible  extension  of  the  scheme  in  the  future. 
These  proposals  formed  the  basis  of  a  scheme  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  April,  I960. 

The  scheme  was  restricted  initially  to  persons  of  pensionable  age 
but  before  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  extended  to  include  expectant 
mothers  and  handicapped  persons. 

Under  the  scheme  grants  may  be  made  to  voluntary  organisations 
providing  a  chiropody  service,  and  so  far,  such  grants  have  been  made  to 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  W.  7.3. 

Patients  are  accepted  for  treatment  only  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
family  doctor  and  they  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  2/6  per  treatment 
except  where  this  would  cause  financial  hardship. 

The  service  is  provided  at  nine  County  Council  Clinics  and,  in  four 
areas,  at  the  Chiropodists  own  surgeries.  In  the  latter  case  use  is 
made  both  of  sessions  reserved  for  county  patients  and  of  individual 
app  o  int  ment  s . 

Transport  is  provided  through  the  Ambulance  Service  when  necessary 
and  domiciliary  visits  are  made  in  special  cases. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  the  service  provided  directly  by  the 
County  Council  665  cases  had  been  referred  and  2,121  treatments  given. 

The  number  of  chiropodists  carrying  out  this  work  either  on  a  sessional 
basis  or  by  individual  appointments,  was  five.  The  average  number  of 
patients  per  session  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  was  5.7.

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MENTAL  HEALTH.  SERVICE. 


i.  administration. 

Mental  Health  Sub-Oommittee: 

The  County  Council's  powers  in  relation  to  mental  health  con¬ 
tinue  to  remain  delegated  to  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  which 
is  constituted  as  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports.  The  medical 
superintendents  of  the  hospitals  for  the  mentally  disordered  in 
Worcestershire  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Sub-Committee  in  an  advisory 
capacity. 


Staff: 

The  staff  consists  of  a  lay  administrative  mental  health  officer, 
five  mental  welfare  officers,  three  assistant  mental  welfare  officers 
and  two  female  mental  health  workers.  Twenty  mental  health  workers 
are  employed  at  the  training  centres. 

In  anticipation  of  the  increased  community  work  which  v/ould 
result  on  the  implementation  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1 959,  steps  were 
taken  during  the  year  to  recruit  additional  staff.  In  previous  years 
the  mental  welfare  officers  were  engaged  for  only  half  their  time  on 
mental  health  work,  the  remainder  of  their  time  being  spent  on  welfare 
duties  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  The  officers  concerned 
were  given  the  option  of  being  fully  employed  doing  either  mental 
health  or  welfare  work  and  approximately  half  of  the  officers  opted  to 
come  over  to  mental  health.  The  necessary  number  of  officers  required 
to  man  the  service  for  the  county  on  a  twenty- four  hour  basis  was  then 
made  up  by  new  recruits  to  the  service. 

Co-ordination  v/ith  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards. 

Close  co-operation  continues  with  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  Board’s  officers.  Cases  on  leave  of  absence  from 
hospitals  continue  to  be  visited  and  supervised  by  the  Council's  officers 
on  behalf  of  the  various  Hospital  Management  Committees.  In  addition 
the  services  of  the  social  workers  have  been  made  available  freely 
for  use  by  the  psychiatric  hospitals  in  the  county. 

Voluntary  Associations. 


Use  is  made  of  the  services  of  the  Guardianship  Society  at 
Hove  for  the  supervision  of  guardianship  cases  in  Eastbourne. 

The  Voluntary  Welfare  Committees  established  in  connection 
with  the  training  centres  continue  to  flourish. 


The  staff  are  encouraged  to  qualify  in  their  respective 
fields  and  every  opportunity  is  taken  to  allow  them  to  attend 
refresher  courses. 


During  the  year  consequent  on  the  expansion  envisaged  in 
community  work  in  the  mental  health  service  steps  were  taken  in 
conjunction  with  the  medical  superintendents  of  the  psychiatric 
hospitals  in  the  county  to  provide  a  course  of  training  for  all  the 
mental  welfare  officers.  The  officers  concerned  attended  at  the 
hospitals  daily  and  began  their  training  by  familiarizing  them¬ 
selves  with  all  hospital  activities.  During  their  courses  they 
participated  to  the  full  in  the  life  of  the  hospitals,  attended  at 
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medical  examinations,  were  present  during  treatment,  and  received 
lectures  from  the  medical  staff.  Subsequently  they  progressed  to 
social  work  during  which  they  visited  selected  patients  in  company 
with  the  hospital  social  workers.  On  the  termination  of  the  course 
the  officers  were  allocated  a  case  load  of  in-patients,  out-patients 
and  patients  requiring  aftercare  and  had  complete  access  to  the 
patients  whilst  in  hospital,  and  to  the  medical  staff  and  case 
histories.  The  officers  have,  therefore,  been  integrated  with  the 
hospital  staff  and  the  benefit  to  the  patient  is,  therefore,  a 
continuity  of  service  throughout  his  illness. 

Since  integration  the  system  has  worked  well  and  the  Health 
Committee  has  expressed  its  sincere  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
received  from  the  medical,  nursing  and  social  staffs  of  the  hospital^ 

2.  COMMUNITY  WORK: 

As  a  result  of  the  increase  in  staff  employed  in  the  mental 
health  service  and  their  training,  as  outlined  above,  more  emphasis 
has  been  placed  on  community  work.  Officers  have  been  able  to  provide 
more  intensive  services  to  those  requiring  their  assistance. 

During  the  year  loan  sanction  was  granted  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  new  training  centre  with  a  junior  hostel  adjacent  providing 
accommodation  for  approximately  48  children.  Unfortunately  lack  of  a 
suitable  site  prevented  building  work  from  being  commenced. 

Prevention.  Care  and  Aftercare. 

The  severely  subnormal  in  the  community  (supervision,  guardian¬ 
ship  and  leave  of  absence)  continued  to  be  visited  by  the  mental  wel¬ 
fare  officers,  mental  health  workers  and  health  visitors.  The  male 
officers  supervise  the  male  severely  subnormal,  the  female  mental 
health  workers  the  female  severely  subnormal  over  the  age  of  five  and 
the  health  visitors  the  severely  subnormal  of  both  sexes  under  the 
age  of  five. 

Aftercare  in  connection  with  mental  illness  is  carried  out  by 
the  male  mental  welfare  officers.  As  referred  to  under  the  heading 
of  training,  each  officer  has  a  case  load  allocated  to  him  after 
discussion  of  cases  with  the  medical  and  social  staffs  of  the  hospitals. 
Weekly  visits  are  made  to  the  hospitals  for  this  purpose  and  patients 
are  interviewed  at  the  hospital  before  discharge  when  their  problems  on 
return  to  the  community  are  discussed. 

Mental  Illness . 

In  1 960  there  were  951  admissionsto  psychiatric  hospitals  within 
the  county,  38  being  certified  under  the  provisions  of  the  Lunacy  Act, 

81  being  admitted  as  voluntary  patients  and  806  as  informal  patients. 

On  the  introduction  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959,  on  the  1st  November 
19^0,  22  patients  were  admitted  for  Observation  and  4  for  Treatment 
under  the  appropriate  Sections  of  the  Act.  Discharges  number  834 
whilst  120  deaths  occurred  at  the  hospitals. 

The  number  of  admissions  is  again  greater  than  in  the  preceding 
year  (862)  showing  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
admitted  informally.  The  voluntary  and  informal  admissions  together 
comprise  approximately  92^  of  all  admissions,  which  is  approximately 
the  same  proportion  as  for  the  previous  year. 

Severely  Subnormal 

Notification  of  the  severely  subnormal  continue  through  the 
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usual  channels.  86  new  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Of 
this  number  43  were  reported  under  the  provisions  of  the  Education 
Act,  1944  and  43  through  other  sources.  Of  the  86  cases  11  were 
admitted  to  hospitals  and  73  cases  were  placed  under  supervision. 

In  addition  23  '’old”  cases  we  re  admitted  to  hospitals  malting  a 
total  for  the  year  of  36  admissions.  At  the  end  of  the  year  341 
Worcestershire  patients  were  in  hospitals  throughout  the  country. 
Patients  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  at  the  end  of  the  year 
numbered  23,  6  of  whom  were  regarded  as  urgent.  The  waiting  list 
for  admission  to  hospital  has  been  reduced  considerably  partially  as 
a  result  of  admissions  during  the  year  and  partially  due  to  a  re¬ 
assessment  of  need. 


16  patients  were  discharged  from  the  Orders  under  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Acts,  whilst  a  further  70  were  discharged  but  retained 
informally  at  their  respective  hospitals.  2  deaths  took  place 
during  the  year. 

Admission  for  temporary  periods  of  varying  duration  continued 
and  30  patients  were  accommodated  in  this  wa y  to  enable  parents  and 
relations  to  have  holidays  or  to  have  a  respite.  This  figure  is 
double  the  number  admitted,  for  the  previous  year. 

By  far  the  greater  majority  of  permanent  admissions  to 
hospital  were  carried  out  informally.  Detention  Orders  were  only 
necessary  in  those  cases  which  were  dealt  w/ith  through  the  Courts. 


Guardianship  and  Supervision . 


The  number  of  patients  under  guardianship  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  7,  of  whom  3  are  resident  outside  the  county,  and  are 
supervised  by  other  authorities  as  agents  of  the  County  Council. 

All  resident  cases  are  visited  by  both  medical  and  lay  staff  as 
required.  The  number  of  severely  subnormal  persons  under  super¬ 
vision  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  733 »  Such  cases  continue  to  be 
reviewed  and  whenever  possible  are  deleted  from  the  supervision  list. 
1 1  cases  were  deleted  during  the  year  whilst  one  patient  died. 


Training; 


At  the  end  of  the  year  1 63  severely  subnormal  patients  were 
being  given  training  at  the  4  training  centres  in  the  county. 


In  September  the  county’s  first  purpose-built  centre  was 
opened  for  the  reception  of  children.  The  centre  was  officially 
opened  by  Miss  Edith  Pitt,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  in  October.  By  arrangement  w/ith  the  City  Authority 
a  certain  number  of  City  children  attend  daily. 

The  Voluntary  Welfare  Committee  at  Netherend  Centre  again 
provided  a  summer  holiday  for  children  from  that  centre.  Children 
at  Stourport  and  Broms grove  Centres  were  given  daily  outings  by 
their  respective  Welfare  Committees,  whilst  Harvest  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas  parties  were  held  at  all  the  centres.  Improvements 
have  been  made  at  both  Netherend  and  Bromsgrove  Centres.  At 
Netherend  a  new  heating  system  and  a  new  toilet  block  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  at  Bromsgrove  a  new  classroom  was  erected.  The  Stourport 
Centre  is  to  be  replacedby  a  new  puipose  built  centre  in  the 
III dderminstei/Stourport  area.

Welfare  Services 


Report  by  Mr.  R.A.  McDonald,  County  Welfare  Officer 


Residential  Accommodation 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  I960  saw  the  start  of  the  first 
purpose  "built  home  for  old  persons  in  the  county.  The  work  on  this 
home  which  is  at  Hale  sown  ms  proceeding  satisfactorily  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Although  the  prolonged  bad  weather  in  I960  had  hindered  progress 
it  ms  anticipated  that  given  reasonable  weather  for  the  remainder  of 
the  contract,  the  home  would  be  ready  for  occupation  about  the  end  of 
1961. 


As  a  further  step  in  meeting  the  ever  increasing  demand  for 
residential  accommodation  and  particularly  for  groundfloor  accommodation 
agreement  was  reached  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  plans  for 
extending  Holmwood,  Kidderminster.  It  was  not  possible,  however,  to 
start  the  building  work  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Other  capital  schemes  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  but  not  ; 
started  in  I960  included  the  following:  - 

Ijaburnum  House,  Up t on-up on-Sevem  (169  beds) 

Modernisation  of  kitchen  and  provision  of  new  equipment. 

Heathlands ,  Pershore  C 123  beds) 

Modernisation  of  old  infirmary  wing  including  provision 
of  passenger  lift  and  central  heating. 

Modernisation  of  laundry  including  provision  of  new 
equipment  (second  and  final  phase). 

The  Heriotts,  Droitwich  (62  beds) 

Provision  of  passenger  lift 
Re-roofing  of  home  and  lodge. 

Laburnum  House,  Up t on-upon-S  e  vern ,  is  an  old  public  assistance 
institution  and  various  works  have  been  carried  out  during  the  last  few 
years  to  modernise  it.  When  the  kitchen  has  been  brought  up  to  date  the 
last  major  item  of  modernisation  will  be  that  in  respect  of  the  laundry 
which  serves  not  only  the  home  but  also  2  small  homes  in  Malvern, 
catering  in  all  for  about  220  residents.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the 
Capital  Programme  for  1961/62  to  cover  the  work  thought  necessary  to  be 
done  and  which  includes  the  provision  of  new  equipment. 

The  need  for  further  groundfloor  accommodation  continues  to  demand 
attention  and  although  more  groundfloor  beds  will  be  available  when  the 
new  home  at  Halesowen  and  the  annexe  at  Holmwood  are  completed,  it  was 
considered  necessary  to  put  forward  a  scheme  for  converting  part  of 
Three  Springs  Hostel,  Pershore,  a  one  storied  building,  into  an  annexe 
to  Heathlands,  for  accommodating  16  old  men  which  received  the  approval 
of  the  Welfare  Sub-Committee. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that,  as  a  result  of  discussions  between 
representatives  of  the  County  Council  and  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  about  the  upgrading  and  modernising  of  the  accommodation  reserved 
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for  the  use  of  the  County  Council  at  Blakebrook  Hospital,  reference  to 
which  was  made  in  my  previous  report ,  the  Board  have  agreed  to  carry  out 
improvement  works  over  a  period  of  years.  A  tender  for  carrying  out 
the  first  phase  was  accepted  by  the  Board  towards  the  end  of  I960  and  the 
work  is  due  to  be  completed  early  in  March  1961. 


Discussions  also  took  place  with  the  Board’s  representatives  about 
the  provision  of  a  lift  which  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  residents 
some  of  whom  had  to  climb  up  three  flights  of  stairs.  The  County  Council 
agreed  to  provide  a  lift  because  the  Board  were  not  able  to  see  their  way 
to  do  so,  but  certain  factors  arose  which  required  to  be  settled  before 
the  scheme  could  be  started  and  there  wer e  indications  at  the  end  of  the 
year  of  a  satisfactory  conclusion. 

Works  of  repair  and  redecoration  were  carried  out  generally  at  the 
homes  either  by  contract  or  by  the  maintenance  staff,  and  any  steps 
thought  necessary  were  taken  to  improve  the  amenities  in  the  County 
Council’s  residential  accommodation  in  the  interests  of  the  old  people. 


Application  for  the  Provision  of  Residential  Accommodation. 

Statements  are  appended  shewing  in  respect  of  the  year  ended  31st 
December  I960: - 

(1)  The  number  of  age  groups  of  persons  admitted  to  residential 
acc  ommo dai ion 

(2)  persons  not  admitted  and  reasons  therefore 

(3)  the  number  of  and  manner  in  which  applications  for  the  provision 
of  temporary  accommodation  have  been  dealt  with,  and 

(4)  an  analysis  for  each  county  district. 

These  statements  particularly  emphasize  the  ever  increasing  work  of 
dealing  with  applications  for  the  provision  of  residential  accommodation 
as  with  the  incre0.se  of  7 1  over  the  1959  figure  and  increases  in  preceding 
years  no  less  than  256  more  applications  were  dealt  with  in  I960  than  in 
1957. 


The  number  of  persons  admitted  also  increased  there  being  39  more 
persons  admitted  in  I960  than  in  1959.  This  followed  an  increase  of  56 
in  1959  over  the  figure  for  the  preceding  year. 

An  interesting  point  is  that  the  average  age  of  persons  admitted 
during  the  year  wa s  about  80  years. 

There  was,  too,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  family  units  rendered 
homeless  and  who  axoplied  for  temporary  accommodation  but  as  the  result  of 
the  efforts  made  to  avert  admission,  if  possible,  only  7  families, 
consisting  of  7  women  and  23  children,  were  admitted  as  a  last  resort  to 
Three  Springs  Hostel,  Pershore,  during  the  year.  At  the  31st  December, 
I960  there  v/ere  5  women  and  23  children  occupying  the  hostel.  The 
remaining  16  family  units  were  accommodated  elsewhere  in  the  county,  a 
large  number  of  them  consisting  of  persons  temporarily  homeless  through 
flooding. 

Flooding  occurred  in  the  county  during  the  early  and  late  part  of 
I960,  and  plans  already  formulated  for  dealing  with  any  such  peace-time 
emergency  were  brought  into  operation. 

Fortunately  the  extent  of  the  flooding  on  each  occasion  was  not  such 
as  to  render  families  homeless  on  a  large  scale.  A  comparatively  small 
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number  of  families  occupying  caravans  near  the  River  Avon  had  to  be 
temporarily  accommodated  at  Avonside  Hospital  during  short  periods  in 
January  and  December,  and  apart  from  these  it  was  only  necessary  to 
accommodate  temporarily  two  old  ladies  at  Laburnum  House,  Uptor.-upon- 
Sevem  and  one  old  lady  at  Heathlands ,  Pershore. 

It  ms  necessary,  however,  to  arrange  for  hot  meals  to  be  supplied 
to  the  occupants  of  seme  houses  which  were  flooded  downstairs  in  the 
vicinity  of  Powick,  Uckinghall,  near  Ripple  and  at  Bewdley.  In  all 
4-07  meals  were  supplied  either  direct  from  Welfare  Homes  or  through  the 
Emergency  Feeding  Service  whose  members  did  an  excellent  job  of  work. 

On  each  occasion  cases  were  investigated  in  other  areas,  but  the 
persons  concerned  did  not  require  assistance  either  by  way  of  temporary 
accommodation  or  meals. 

Welfare  of  Residents 


Arrangements  were  made  as  in  previous  years  for  some  residents  at 
two  county  homes  to  go  to  the  seaside  for  a  week’s  holiday/  in  I960 , 
the  cost  of  which  they  paid  themselves  having  saved  up  especially  for  it. 
Reduced  out  of  season  hotel  rates  were  secured  for  them. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  was  again  shewn  ley  various  organisations 
and  persons  in  the  welfare  of  the  residents  and  who  provided  them  with 
outings,  various  forms  of  entertainment  at  the  homes,  and  many  gifts 
particularly  at  Christmas. 

The  usual  arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  residents  to  participate 
in  coach  outings  at  the  County  Council's  expense,  and  they  had  outings 
which  were  paid  for  out  of  their  own  Comforts  Funds. 

Special  Housing  for  Elderly  People  -  Warden's  Schemes 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  financial  details  were  settled  with 
Redditch  Urban  District  Council  covering  the  warden's  scheme  in  respect 
of  23  dwellings  for  old  people  on  their  Batchley  Estate. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  assist  financially  the  Trustees 
of  another  Charity  in  respect  of  the  welfare  services  they  provided  In 
11  houses  and  8  flats  for  old  people. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1A  -warden' s  schemes  operating  in 
the  county  and  proposals  for  2  further  schemes  were  under  consideration. 

Clubs  for  Elderly  People 

Two  new  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs,  and  an  ..ell  Day  Club  were  opened  by 
the  ’Women's  Voluntary  Services  during  the  year,  and  one  All  Day  club 
which  also  catered  for  handicapped  persons  was  opened  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  60  clubs  including  4-  All  Day 
Clubs  run  by  the  Y..V.S,,  5  clubs  run  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 
including  1  All  Day  Club,  and  6  clubs,  including  4-  Sons  of  Rest  Clubs, 
run  by  other  voluntary  organisations.  Contributions  are  made  by  the 
County  Council  towards  the  running  expenses  of  those  clubs  which  are  not 
self-supporting  on  a.  basis  laid  down  some  years  ago. 

The  W.V.S.  All  Day  Club  which  was  established  at  Malvern  during  the 
year,  is  held  in  the  basement  of  the  premises  which  have  been  converted 
by  Malvern  Urban  District  Council  into  16  flatlets  for  old  people  plus 
a  flat  for  a  warden.  This  scheme,  which  is  being  administered  in 
conjunction  'with  the  Yl,  V.S.  Housing  —ssocie.tion,  is  assisted  financially 
by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  Welfare  facilities. 
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The  All  Day  Club  serves  the  social  needs  not  only  of  the  residents 
of  the  flatlets  but  also  of  elderly  people  living  outside.  It  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  the  country  where  an  All  Day  Club  is  attached  to  a 
group  of  flatlets,  and  it  is  also  used  as  a  centre  for  a  Meals  on  Wheels 
Service, 

An  interesting  development  in  connection  with  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs 
run  by  the  W«V,S.  is  the  setting  up  of  Work-Parties  which  the  old  people 
are  encouraged  to  join.  From  the  latest  information  received  the 
number  of  Work  Panties  established  was  24  and  efforts  were  being  made  to 
set  them  up  at  further  clubs. 

During  a  period  of  twelve  months  no  less  than  660  garments  were 
made,  all  of  them  by  Darby  and  Joan  Club  members  except  one  'working  party 
of  W.V.S.  members  at  Malvern.  A  large  number  of  garments  went  to 
refugees,  some  were  added  to  the  local  clothing  store  and  some  went  into 
the  County  store.  The  results  undoubtedly  showed  hov/  willing  the  old 
people  are  to  do  constructive  work,  and  they  make  it  plain  how  gratified 
they  are  when  they  hear  of  the  use  to  which  their  industry  has  been  put. 

Meals  on  Wheels 


Progress  is  again  reported  of  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  in  the 
county,  the  service  being  extended  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  the 
Malvern  Urban  District.  This  follows  Oldbury  Borough  and  Bromsgrove 
Urban  districts  being  covered  in  1959  and  Kidderminster  Borough  in  1958 , 
a  service  previously  being  provided  in  Stourbridge  Borough  .and  Redditch 
Urban  district  for  about  8  years,  all  administered  by  the  W.V.S. 

The  average  number  of  meals  served  in  the  two  last  named  districts 
during  1957  was  approximately  5,460.  With  additional  areas  being  served 
the  number  of  meals  provided  has  considerably  increased  until  in  I960  it 
reached  a  total  of  approximately  24,000.  There  were  indications  at  the 
end  of  the  year  of  still  further  development  of  the  service. 

However  strong  the  spirit  of  voluntary  service  may  be,  in  a  service 
like  Meals  on  Wheels  the  extent  of  voluntary  work  is  bound  to  be 
restricted  by  financial  considerations.  With  this  in  mind  the  County 
Council  decided  to  review  their  basis  of  grants  to  the  W.V.S,  for  this 
service,  and  agreed  a  formula  of  financial  assistance  which  it  was  felt 
would  be  more  realistic  and  at  the  same  time  would  give  the  voluntary 
association  g reater  incentive  to  develop  the  service. 

Registration  and  Inspection  of  Disabled  Persons  and  Old  Persons  Homes. 

The  proprietor  of  one  new  home  for  old  persons  ?as  registered  during 
the  year  under  Section  37  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  and  one 
home  changed  hands,  the  new  proprietor  being  registered.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  21  registered  homes  providing  accommodation  for 
1 90  persons ,  and  there  were  3  cases  in  which  the  proprietors  had  applied 
for  registration  in  respect  of  the  use  of  their  premises  as  hones  for  old 
persons  and  who  would  be  registered  when  the  fire  precaution  requirements 
were  complied  with,  all  other  arrangements  being  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Visits  of  inspection  have  continued  to  be  made  periodically,  and  any 
matters  regarded  as  needing  attention  in  the  interests  of  the  residents 
have  been  drawn  to  the  notice  of  the  proprietors. 

One  matter  of  note  is  that  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  established 
a  home  in  Redditch  for  22  old  people  during  the  year,  and  the  County 
Council  entered  into  arrangements  with  the  Society  for  the  use  of  their 
accommodation  to  supplement  the  Council's  own  accommodation  for  old  people 
on  an  agreed  financial  basis.  Any  residents  of  the  Council’s  homes 
who  formerly  lived  in  Redditch  and  who  expressed  their  wish  to  go  to 
the  Society’s  home  were  transferred  there. 
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Admission  of  Chronic  Sick  Fhtients  to  Hospital 


Reports  continued  to  be  provided  by  the  district  social  welfare 
officers  on  the  home  conditions  of  persons  recommended  by  their  doctors 
for  admission  to  the  chronic  sick  mrds  of  hospitals  to  enable  the 
Hospital  Management  Committees  concerned  to  assess  priority  of  admission. 

Welfare  of  the  Blind 

General 

At  the  31st  December,  I960,  there  were  762  blind  persons  (331 
males  and  431  females)  on  the  county  register  as  compared  with  753  (323 
males  and  430  females)  at  the  end  of  1959* 

The  number  of  persons  registered  blind  during  the  year  was  94?  but 
due  to  deaths  and  persons  moving  to  areas  outside  Worcestershire  the 
number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  only  9  more  than  at 
the  end  of  1959.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  94  new 
registrations  68  were  70  years  old  and  over  and  of  the  total  number 
registered  at  the  end  of  I960  no  less  than  438  were  in  that  age  group, 

28  being  90  years  old  and  over. 

There  were  2  more  blind  persons  enployed  at  the  end  of  I960  than  at 

31st  December,  1959,  the  total  number  being  71.  There  were  15  in 

workshops  for  the  blind,  20  in  the  homeworkers  scheme  and  36  in  open 

eimloymehl.  At  the  end  of  the  year  7  persons  were  receiving  training 
either  for  sheltered  or  open  employment. 

The  excellent  work  done  by  the  Worcestershire  Association  for  the 
Blind  through  their  several  branch  committees  to  meet  the  social  needs 
of  the  blind,  and  the  home  teaching  and  visiting  service  provided  by 
the  County  Council  combine  to  give  a  comprehensive  service  for  this 
class  of  handicapped  person.  The  members  of  the  voluntary  organisations 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  results  achieved  by  their  efforts  in  the 
interests  of  blind  persons. 

Registration  of  Blind  Persons 

Incidence  of  Blindness: 

During  I960,  the  number  of  Forms  B.D.8  completed  in  respect  of 
persons  over  school  age  was  11 6.  Of  these  94  were  certified  blind, 

16  partially-sighted,  and  10  no  blind  nor  partially-sighted.  The 
examinations  were  carried  out  by  ophthalmologists  and  in  24  cases 
domiciliary  visits  were  made.  There  were  2  re-examinations  which  resulted 
in  1  person  remaining  onthe  Register  of  Partially-Sighted  Persons  and  1 
being  transferred  from  that  Register  to  the  Register  of  Blind  Persons*

Other  General  Classes  of  Handica-pped  Persons  including  the  Deaf 

The  number  of  persons  registered  with  the  County  Council  as  handicapped 
(apart  from  the  blind,  partially  sighted,  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing)  at  the 
31st  December,  I960,  again  shewed  an  increased  figure,  there  being  578 
(302  males  and  276  females)  as  compared  with  488  (254  males  and  234  females) 
at  the  31st  December  1959* 

There  were  still  seven  social  clubs  for  handicapped  persons  run  by 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  during  the 
year,  but  arrangements  were  in  hand  towards  the  end  of  the  year  for  the 
former  to  establish  a.  further  club  at  Porshore. 

Judging  by  their  membership  and  popularity,  these  clubs  serve  a  real 
need.  Apart  from  social  activities  instruction  is  given  at  some  clubs 
in  divers ional  therapy.  Arrangements  were  made  on  a  larger  scale  than 
before  for  members  of  the  clubs  to  participate  in  outings  and  holidays 
and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  members  of  the  voluntary  organisations 
concerned  for  the  hard  work  they  put  in  to  enable  the  handicapped  persons 
to  have  a  welcome  change. 

Generally,  everything  piossible  was  done  to  moot  the  needs  of  the 
handicapped  persons  either  by  providing  aids  to  overcome  their  disabilities 
and  make  household  tasks  easier,  alterations  in  the  lay-out  of  kitchens 
and  other  structural  alterations ,  provision  of  concrete  driveways  for 
mechanically  propelled  invalid  carriages,  provision  of  ramps,  help  in 
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obtaining  National  Assistance  grants  and  wheelchairs,  visits  of 
instruction  by  the  Council’s  part-time  craft  instructress  and  help  in 
selling  finished  articles  etc.  It  has  been  found,  too,  that  many 
handicapped  persons  like  an  occasional  visit  and  this  service  has  been 
provided. 

In  addition  to  the  domiciliary  services  above-mentioned,  arrangements 
are  made  for  handicapped  persons  to  be  admitted  if  so  desired  and  with  the 
approval  of  their  doctors  to  homes  catering  for  their  particular  disabilities. 
There  were  21  such  persons  (other  than  blind)  being  looked  after  in 
voluntary  homes  at  the  end  of  the  year  by  arrangement  with  the  County 
Council. 

At  the  31st  -December  I960  there  were  162  deaf  and  798  hard  of  hearing 
persons  registered  with  the  County  Council, 

The  fullest  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Worcestershire  and 
Herefordshire  Association  for  Work  Amongst  the  Deaf  through  the  Reverend 
L.  Crellin,  Chaplain  Welfare  Officer  and  Mrs.  E.A.  Crellin,  Lady 
Worker  and  Lip  Reading  Teacher,  in  looking  after  the  interests, 
socially  and  otherwise  of  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing  persons. 

The  home  administered  by  the  Association  at  Malvern  continued  to 
be  fully  occupied  during  the  year. 


Civil  Defence  -  Welfare  Section 


Personnel 


At  the  end  of  I960  there  were  1,269  volunteer  members  of  the  section 
1,079  being  enrolled  members  and  190  auxiliaries.  'This  is  an  overall 
decrease  of  29  since  the  end  of  1959  ana  is  caused  through  members 
leaving  the  districts  and  resignations  for  health  or  other  reasons. 

Recruiting  Campaign 

Recruiting  activities  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  intensified 
during  the  period  of  the  National  Campaign.  These  activities  took  the 
form  of  exhibitions  arranged  in  conjunction  with  flower  shows  and  fetes 
at  which  the  Welfare  Section  was  represented,  and  film  shows  given  in 
suitable  halls  in  different  parts  of  the  county. 

County  Competition 

‘Teams  comprised  of  members  from  all  sections  of  the  Civil  Defence 
Corps ,  and  entered  by  district  councils,  competed  for  the  Lord  Lieutenant’s 
Challenge  Cup  for  presentation  to  the  team  with  the  best  overall 
performance  and  for  the  Alderman  C-ittus  Challenge  Cup  for  presentation 
to  the  sectional  team  gaining  the  highest  award  for  their  section.  The 
Lord  Lieutenant’s  Cup  was  won  by  the  team  from  Redditch,  and  the  team 
entered  by  Stourbridge  Borough  won  the  Alderman  G-ittus  Cup. 

Training  of  Volunteers 

Progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  training  of  volunteers  and  during 
the  year  5  classes  in  Advanced  Training,  9  classes  in  Evacuation  and 
Care  of  the  Homeless,  3  classes  in  First  Aid  and  Home  Nursing  and  3 
classes  in  Emergency  Feeding  have  been  held  in  the  County. 

Rest  Centre  Accommodation  earmarking 

Earmarking  of  rest  centre  accommodation  has  continued  and  the  listed 
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premises  now  total  369  which  is  an  increase  of  13  since  the  end  of 
last  year.  The  present  rest  centre  accommodation  figure  is 
81 ,390. 

Regional  Exercise 

A  large  scale  regional  exercise  combining  the  Civil  Defence 
Corps,  Military  and  Mobile  Police  Column  was  staged  in  Worcestershire 
and  Herefordshire  on  the  12th  and  13th  March.  This  exercise  was 
designed  to  try  out  and.  prove  the  mechanics  of  moving  large  numbers 
of  people  from  a  heavily  contaminated  radioactive  area  to  rest 
centres  and  billets  in  clear  areas. 

Women’s  Voluntary  Service  for  Civil  Defence 

Invaluable  help  continued  to  be  given  by  the  V.V.S.  in  carrying 
out  work  connected  with  the  Welfare  Section  of  Civil  Defence  and  the 
walling  work  put  in  by  their  members  is  very  much  appreciated. 


In  submitting  this  report,  I  once  again  take  the  opportunity  of 
saying  how  much  I  appreciate  the  advice  and  support  I  have  received 
in  the  administration  of  the  Welfare  Services  from  Mr.  H.  Parke s  , 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Mr.  J.G-.  Parker,  Chairman  of  the 
Welfare  Sub -Committee ,  and  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  several 
Visiting  Committee  of  the  Council's  homes  for  old  people, 

I  thank  my  staff  covering  head  office,  district  staff  and  the 
staff  at  the  homes  for  the  assistance  they  have  so  readily  given 
during  the  year.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ADMINISTRATION

There  was  no  actual  change,  so  far  as  the  local  authorities 
in  Worcestershire  were  concerned,  in  the  administration  of  milk  and 
dairies  legislation  during  the  year.  That  part  of  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960  which  affected  milk  production 
and,  as  such,  was  dealt  with  by  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee, 
came  into  force  on  October  1st.  The  remainder  of  the  provisions  of 
those  Regulations  are  dealt  with  by  food  and  drugs  authorities  and 
come  into  force  on  January  1st  1961  and  will  require  to  be  reported 
upon,  in  due  course,  in  the  annual  report  for  that  year.  Preparations 
were  made  towards  the  end  of  i960  for  the  increased  work  and 
responsibility  falling  to  the  County  Council  Health  Department  under 
those  Regulations. 

Practically  all  the  milk  retailed  in  the  County  is  being  sold 
under  a  Special  Designation*  There  are  still  three  farmers  selling 
a  few  gallons  of  undesignated  milk  a  day  each  to  named  families  under 
exemption  certificates  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food.  No  unauthorised  milk  was  found  being  retailed  anywhere 
in  the  County,  though  a  keen  watch  was  maintained  for  infringements 
of  the  Regulations  in  this  direction. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 

Regulations  1949  ~  1954 

There  was  a  reduction  to  ten  in  the  number  of  pasteurising 
dairies  when  a  small  family  business  was  sold  to  a  large  dairy  concern. 
This  is  in  line  with  the  general  tendency  to  form  larger  dairy  units, 
another  dairy  gave  up  pasteurising  but  retained  its  licence  until 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  standards  at  the  various  pasteurising  dairies  differ 
to  a  degree.  In  some  dairies  there  is  no  real  interest  in  the 
maintenance  of  good  hygienic  conditions  and  milk  is  subjected  to  the 
least  possible  amount  of  heat  which  complies  with  the  Regulations. 

In  other  dairies  there  is  concern  over  every  aspect  of  milk  treat¬ 
ment  and  the  owners  and  operatives  have  a  pride  in  the  product. 

The  first  group  requires  exhortation  and  supervision,  whilst  it  is 
a  pleasure  to  visit  the  latter  dairies. 

The  number  of  vending  machines  selling  both  raw  Tuberculin 
Tested  and  Pasteurised  milk  to  the  public  did  not  appear  to  increase 
'in  the  County  during  I960.  It  is  said,  however,  that  the  trade  is 
tending  to  concentrate  these  machines  within  factories  and  other 
enclosed  premises.  It  has  been  found  that  not  only  is  there  a  good 
market  in  such  places  but  the  trade  has  no  difficulties  regarding 
planning  permission  and  the  machines  are  better  protected  from  damage. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  pasteurised  milk 
samples  collected  by  the  staff  of  the  County  Council  Health 
Department  during  I960.  It  also  shows  the  results  on  the  examination 
of  these  samples  and  of  samples  in  respect  of  processing  plants 
licensed  by  other  food  and  drugs  authorities  but  supplying  milk  to 
Worcestershire  schools  and  institutions.

A  census  taken  in  October,  I960  showed  that  the  number  of 
children  taking  milk  had  dropped  from  49  >536  to  47 > 5 62*  This 

represented  a  drop  from  82*2%  to  60*3%  This  is  still  a  very  high 
proportion  but  it  is  a  pity  that  there  should  be  a  reduction  and  not 
an  increase  in  demand. 

There  are  no  records  available  on  school  milk  (as  there  are 
with  regard  to  school  meals  and  which  show  that  there  was  a  local 
and  countrywide  increase  in  the  proportion  taking  school  meals)  to 
say  that  the  figures  for  the  county  are  in  line  with  the  country  as 
a  whole.  Is  there  any  correlation  between  the  increase  in  the  numbers 
taking  meals  ’with  the  decrease  in  those  taking  school  milk? 

The  number  of  pupils  taking  school  milk  at  the  56  private 
schools  also  showed  a  reduction  from  7 >039  to  6,527*  As  percentages 
this  was  a  drop  from  94*1%  to  90*3% 

Seventeen  samples  of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  taken 
at  the  schools  and  submitted  for  examination  for  the  presence  of 
tuberculosis  and  Brucella  abortus.  All  seventeen  were  negative 
though  one  was  not  of  satisfactory  cleanliness  and  a  report  was  made 
to  the  local  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  for  its  attention. 

Biological  Sampling: 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  .^ct ,  1955  the  County  Council  Health 
Department  continued  to  submit  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examina¬ 
tion.  The  samples  were  examined  at  the  Worcester  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  evidence  of  myco  tuberculosis,  brucellae  and,  for  the 
first  time,  for  the  presence  of  the  virus  disease,  rickettsia  burneti* 

This  latter  disease  was  included,  on  the  request  of  the 
Department,  as  it  has  been  wondered  if  it  were  a  significant  disease 
in  the  herds  in  the  County.  Though  abroad  it  has  been  shown  to 
cause  an  infection  in  human  beings  there  is  a  dearth  of  information 
on  actual  connection  betv/een  human  cases  in  this  country  and  infected 
herds.  It  was  considered  that,  if  the  samples  showed  that  the 
disease  was  at  all  prevalent,  it  might  excite  interest  and  cause  more 
detailed  and  widespread  epidemilogical  investigations  to  be  started. 

Myco  Tuberculosis: 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  samples  taken  and 
examined  biologically  for  the  presence  of  myco  tuberculosis  during 
the  last  five  years:-

It  will  be  seen  that  for  the  second  year  in  succession  no 
positive  samples  have  been  reported.  This,  of  course,  is  what  would 
be  expected  with  the  County  having  been  declared  an  "attested  area" 
in  October,  1959 

Brucellosis: 

336  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

Y/orc ester,  for  brucellae  and  seven  were  found  to  be  positive  or 
2.1%,  which  v/as  approximately  the  same  as  for  1959*  -a  report  in 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  bulletin  for  February,  1961, 
states  that  brucellae  we re  demonstrated  in  just  under  5%  of  samples 
which  had  been  examined  in  England  and  ‘Wales  by  the  Service  in  1959® 
This  investigation  was  not  an  organised  survey  and  the  same  herd  may 
have  been  examined  several  times.  Other  factors  may  also  have  altered 
the  product.  It  appears  nevertheless  that  the  incidence  of  brucellae 
in  the  County  is  less  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 
Approximately  6%  of  milk  sold  to  customers  is  milk  which  has  not  been 
pasteurised  or  sterilised  being  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  mostly  farm 
bottled. 

It  has  been  very  encouraging  to  find  how  seldom  the  disease 
reappears  in  a  herd,  as  shown  by  later  negative  samples,  after  an 
infected  animal  has  been  found  and  excluded  from  a  herd.  No  cases 
of  undulant  fever  were  reported  in  the  County  during  i960  but  the 
consumption  of  raw  milk  still  causes  cases  in  the  country  as  a  whole. 

It  has  been  hoped  that  with  the  drawing  to  a  close  of  the  successful 
campaign  against  bovine  tuberculosis  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  would  attack  the  problem  of  brucellosis.  In 
I960  this  b  ecame  a  distinct  possibility  as  the  Ministry  began  a  survey 
in  October,  on  aspects  of  brucellosis  in  cattle.  A  random  sample 
of  dairy  herds  in  the  County  have  been  selected.  The  Government  haTTe 
announced  that  it  is  intended  to  offer  a  free  vaccination  service  to 
farmers. 

Rickettsia  burnetis 

Rickettsia  burneti  is  a  virus  v/hich  has  been  found  to  be  associated 
with  cattle  etc.  and  may  cause  a  zootic  disease  of  an  acute  systemic 
nature,  named  Q  Fever.  The  disease  was  first  found  in  Queensland 
in  1935,  but  since  then  has  been  found  in  many  parts  of  the  world, 
including  the  United  Kingdom.  Surveys  of  cattle  in  Kent  and  South 
Wales  have  shown  between  5  and  10  per  cent  infection.  In  humans  the 
infection  is  also  thought  to  be  widespread  but  more  common  in  the 
Midlands  and  South  of  England  than  in  the  North  and  East  Anglia. 

Though  the  inhalation  of  infected  dust  in  cattle  sheds  etc.  may  be 
one  of  the  methods  by  which  the  disease  may  be  caught,  the  drinking 
of  raw  milk  has  also  been  found  to  be  the  source  of  infection  in  many 
cases,  especially  in  closed  or  semi-closed  communities. 

As  with  other  milk  borne  diseases,  pasteurisation  of  the  milk 
is  a  complete  safeguard.  There  is,  however,  less  margin  of  safety 
than  there  is  with  tubercle  bacilli,  as  the  rickettsia  is  more  heat 
resistant.  This  but  emphasises  the  need  to  see  that  proper 
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pasteurisation  procedure  is  followed  at  the  dairies. 

As  there  had  been  no  survey  carried  out  for  rickettsia  in  the 
cattle  in  this  County  it  was  considered  that  it  would  be  useful  if 
such  an  investigation  could  be  dene.  The  Director  of  the  Worcester 
Public  Health  Laboratory  was  kind  enough  in  February,  I960,  to  agree 
to  examine  the  milk  samples  being  brought  to  him,  for  the  presence 
of  this  virus.  Of  the  37 2  samples  which  he  so  examined  during 
the  year  53  >  or  14.2%,  have  been  found  to  be  infected  with 
rickettsia  burneti. 

Hospital  Farms: 

As  in  previous  years,  samples  for  biological  examination  were 
taken  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  one  of  their  hospital  farms. 

Dairy  Farms: 

The  number  of  dairy  farms  in  the  County  registered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  1157  on  December 
31st  I960.  This  was  a  reduction  from  1192  farms  registered  twelve 
months  previously.  The  number  of  farms  holding  a  tuberculin 
tested  licence  increased  from  686  to  964  in  that  period.  83%  of 
the  dairy  farms  in  the  County  were  thus  licenced  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  In  September,  19 60,  89.8%  of  the  milk  sold  at  the  farms  was 
from  T.T.  herds  and  10.2%  was  from  attested  herds. 

The  Cook  Committee,  set  up  by  the  Minister  in  1958  issued  its 
report  in  I960  on  the  composition  of  milk.  Its  recommendations 
were  designed  to  lead  to  inducements  to  milk  producers  to  increase 
the  fat  and  solids  not  fat  in  their  milk.  It  was  suggested  that 
it  should  be  possible  within  ten  years  to  set  a  legal  minimum 
standard  of  3%  and  8.5%  respectively  for  all  milk  produced  and  sold# 

Cleanliness  of  Milk  Bottles: 

Cleanliness  of  milk  bottles  used  in  Pasteurising  Dairies. 

The  following  table  records  the  results  of  bottles  taken  at 
pasteurising  dairies.  It  is  usual  to  take  a  series  of  sample  bottles 
when  an  unsatisfactory  bottle  is  found.  Until  the  cause  for  the 
original  unsatisfactory  bottle  is  found  and  rectified  further 
unsatisfactory  results  may  be  received  and  thus  the  investigation 
may  lower  the  average  standard  of  the  results  in  the  table.

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Food  and  Drug  Authorities: 


No  change  took  place  in  the  number  of  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities 
in  the  County,  but  by  the  end  of  1560  it  appeared  probable  that  the 
Borough  of  Stourbridge  would  be  authorised  to  undertake  these  duties 
from  some  date  in  1961.  Further  consideration  on  the  change  of 
status  for  the  Borough  of  Halesowen  was  deferred  to  await  the 
implementation  of  the  Local  Government  Boundary  Commission  report. 


WATER  SUPPLIES,  SEWERAGE  AND  SWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES 


Water  Supplies s 

The  last  of  the  large  water  schemes  designed  to  serve  large 
sections  of  the  County  were  completed  or  begun  during  I960.  Martley 
Rural  District  completed  its  previously  planned  programme  but  embarked 
immediately  on  considerable  extensions  to  it.  These  were  to  serve 
rural  areas  containing  scattered  dwellings  or  farms  not  previously 
considered  close  enough  together  or  to  the  proposed  line  of  the  mains 
as  to  warrant  the  extra  expenditure  involved. 

Stage  I  of  the  Tenbury  Rural  District  water  scheme  to  bring  water 
to  the  villages  of  Bayton,  Mamble,  Knight on- on-T erne  and  Lindridge  was 
completed  early  in  i960.  Water  is  supplied  from  the  Birmingham  Elan 
aqueduct  and  will  replace  water,  drawn  from  shallow  wells  or  local 
springs,  often  grossly  polluted.  Stage  II  of  this  scheme  received 
approval  from  the  Ministry,  including  the  acquisition  of  the  Bockleton 
water  undertaking.  Wo rk  on  this  stage  should  commence  in  1961. 

The  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company  in  i960  began  to 
serve  the  remaining  parishes  of  Droitwich  Rural  District  that  had  had 
previously  no  mains  water  supply.  This  was  under  the  Southern 
Parishes  Water  Supply  Scheme,  as  amended,  and  which  had  been  designed 
to  meet  the  domestic  and  agricultural  water  requirements  of  the  parishes 
of  Hadsor,  Oddingley,  Tibberton,  Crowle,  Huddington  and  Himbleton© 

The  provision  of  this  supply  to  Himbleton  was  particularly  welcome, 
with  its  history  of  water  supply  difficulties. 

Pershore  Rural  District  completed  its  scheme  to  provide  mains 
water  to  the  hamlet  of  Wa Thorough  and  to  the  parish  of  Norton- juxta- 
Kempsey. 

Stage  II  of  the  Northern  Area  Water  Supply  scheme  in  Upton-upon- 
Severn  Rural  District  was  finished  in  I960.  This  scheme  now  serves 
parishes  East  of  the  River  Severn  and  draws  its  water  from  Worcester 
City.  The  South  Western  water  scheme  was  also  completed  during  the 
year,  with  the  exception  of  the  service  reservoir  on  the  common 
above  Castlemorton. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes: 

As  had  been  forecast  the  gradual  drawing  to  a  close  of  the  mains 
water  supply  schemes  allowed  the  county  district  councils  to  turn  their 
attention  to  work  on  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes.  As  a 
result  of  the  very  success  of  the  water  schemes  there  is  a  naturally 
increasing  urgency  in  the  work  on  the  disposal  schemes.  Many 
villages  which  have  systems,  simple,  but  formerly  capable  of  dealing 
with  small  volumes  of  sewage,  are  finding  that  the  piped  mains  water 
and  accompanying  modern  sanitary  facilities  require  modern  or  expanded 
sewage  disposal  plants  and  proper  sewers.

People  living  in  a  scattered  rural  area  appear  to  have  had 
their  appetites  whetted  by  the  use  of  modern  facilities  such  as 
mains  water  or  elec tri city  in  their  homes*  Even  in  such  areas, 
main  drainage  is  beginning  to  be  desired.  If  people  want  this 
service  enough  and  the  country  is  willing  to  meet  the  very  high  cost 
involved  it  is  possible  that  the  sewerage  systems  could  become 
nearly  as  widespread  as  the  mains  v/ater  systems. 

Up  to  now  it  has  not  been  thought  to  be  practicable  to  consider 
the  concentration  of  sewage  disposal  works  in  rural  areas,  on  the 
grounds  of  the  long  lengths  of  connecting  sewers.  There  have  been 
exceptions  but  any  development  of  this  suggestion  has  found  no 
support.  This  is  leading  to  the  construction  of  very  many  small 
sewage  disposal  works,  many  aesthetically  undesirable  and  very 
uneconomic  to  maintain  and  some  not  producing  very  satisfactory 
effluents  and  nout  of  sight  out  of  mind”  seems  not  wholly 
inappropriate. 

The  continued  increase  in  the  use  of  water  by  industry,  in 
particular  in  urban  areas,  has  caused  serious  difficulties  at  the 
sewage  disposal  works  serving  those  areas.  During  the  year  schemes 
to  increase  the  size  or  to  modernize  these  works  began  to  be  prepared 
or  brought  forward.  Impetus  to  this  trend  was  given  by  the  County 
Council  when  it  was  decided  to  see  what  financial  aid  could  be 
given  to  the  urban  district  and  municipal  boroughs  in  particular 
under  Section  56,  Local  Government  Act,  1958* 

A  conference  of  members  and  officers  from  the  County  Council  and 
from  County  district  councils  was  convened  on  June  8th,  I960.  At 
that  conference  it  was  explained  that  where  the  expenditure  on 
sewerage  in  any  district  was  above  the  average  cost  per  head  for  the 
whole  County  a  grant  could  become  payable  by  the  County  Council  on 
the  basis  of  50%  of  the  excess  cost  in  any  area  which  was  above 
the  county  average.  The  only  schemes  qualifying  for  inclusion 
in  the  calculation  for  a  grant  would  be  those  approved  by  the  County 
Council  Health  Committee.

Water  Supplies  ( General) : 

In  i960  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  issued  it  a 
report  on  the  hydrological  survey  of  the  River  Severn  basin#  This 
survey  dealt  with  rainfall  and  run-off,  public  and  private  sources  of 
supply,  effluent  discharges,  re-use  of  water,  and  potentiad  storage 
sites  in  the  basin#  It  was  of  particular  importance  to  Worcestershire, 
as  the  City  of  Birmingham  had  recently  intimated  that  it  proposed 
to  submit  a  scheme  to  abstract  up  to  30  million  gallons  a  day  from 
the  river  at  Bewdley.  It  was  known  that  other  water  authorities  or 
companies  also  were  looking  to  the  river  to  help  meet  their  needs# 

An  informal  committee  was  set  up  during  the  year  to  consider 
the  report  and  to  see  how  the  water  resources  of  the  river  could  be 
developed  to  the  best  advantage  by  a  system  of  regulating  reservoirs# 
The  only  members  of  this  committee  were  those  bodies  directly  affected# 
They  were  drawn  from  the  cities  of  Birmingham,  Coventry,  Shrewsbury 
and  Worcester;  the  Cheltenham  and  (Gloucester  Joint  Water  Board;  the 
Bristol  and  the  South  Staffordshire  waterworks  Companies, British 
Waterways  and  the  Severn  River  Board.  The  only  county  council 
included  was  that  of  Montgomeryshire,  on  the  grounds  that  the 
regulating  reservoirs  were  likely  to  be  situated  in  that  county. 

Heavy  rainfall  throughout  most  of  i960  removed  any  risk  of  a 
shortage  of  water  anywhere  in  the  County.  All  reservoirs,  rivers 
and  streams  recovered  fully  from  the  effects  of  the  long  dry  summer 

of  1959  * 
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Conservation  of  Water  Order. 

During  the  year  four  more  licences  were  issued  to  private  firms 
to  abstract  stated  quantities  of  water  from  the  water  bearing  strata 
in  the  North  and  North  Eastern  parts  of  the  County * 

Re-Pro up ing  of  Water  Undertakings: 

The  re-grouping  of  the  sixteen  water  undertakers  in  the  County 
into  four  water  authorities  appeared  to  make  but  little  progress 
during  the  year.  The  County  Council  continued  to  maintain  an 
active  interest  on  behalf  of  the  proposed  North  West  Worcestershire 
Water  Board.  Negotiations  and  discussions  took  place  during  the 
year  between  various  prospective  members  of  the  proposed  boards 
almost  entirely  on  the  financial  arrangements  and  charges  to  be 
associated  with  the  new  water  authorities. 

The  East  Worcestershire  Water  (Droitwich  Rural),  (Borough  of 
Droitwich),  and  the  (Chapman's  Hill),  Order,  I960  came  into  force  and 
the  transfer  of  these  areas  to  the  waterworks  company  took  place  on 
March,  30th  I960.

Caravan  Sites. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960 


This  Act  came  into  operation  in  august,  I960,  The  Act  confers 
on  local  authorities  effective  powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites. 
The  old  method  of  licensing  caravans  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  has  gone  and  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  code.  The 
new  code  enables  public  health  control  to  be  operated  concurrently 
and  in  uniformity  with  planning  control. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  will  be  necessary  to  get  the 
Act  working  and  discussions  on  standards  and  other  aspects  are 
taking  place  with  local  authorities  and  their  officers. 
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
